FEW MEN’S WORK DONE BY SCORES 


Men who worked for the South Town 
Board last fall and this spring seemed to pos- 
seas the faculty of laboring anywhere from 
ten to thirteen days a week and drawing pay 
forthe same. Dozens of them write iden- 
tically alike, many of them are saloonkeep- 
ers and ward bummers who never did a day’s 
work in their life for the town, and, taken all 
in all, the palm for pay-roll stuffing appar- 
ently belongs; not to the gang which infested 


_ the City Hall, but to the one which preyed 


upon the citizens of the South Division. 
These interesting discoveries were made yes- 
terday when ex-Supervisor E. J. Leiendecker 
yielded a half-hearted compliance with the law 
and turned over his books and accounts to his 
successor, Charles L. Sherlock. Mr. Leien- 
decker’s attorney advised him that nothing 
could be gained by withholding the accounts 
from public inspection, and today, for the 
first time since Mr. Leiendecker was elected,

Peculiarly Long Weeks, 

But the thing which puzzles the attorneys 
for the Civic Federation who «have been at 
work on the town accounts is that although 
no night work was done, lots of men drew 
pay each week for twice as many working 
daysas there are in that period of time. 
Frank Cary, Chief Clerk to Collector Honan, 
was one of the most industrious individuals 
in this line. And for over four mvunths he 
drew $10 a day for thirteen days’ work. Here 
are sample extracts from two weekly pay- 
rolls of the Collector’s office:

Many of 
the salaries were receipted for in the same 
handwriting in which the pay-roll is made out. 
Big Salary for No Work. 

J. P. Leiendecker, brother of the Super- 
visor and one of his bondsmen, was on the 
pay-roll regularly at $5 a day. Employés of 
the office say he never worked there. E. 
Maloy, William Hand, J. M. Dailey, T. Bro- 
phy, and Pony Moore are among the saloon- 
keepers who were regular pensioners. Pony 
Moore is said to have carried a collector’s 
book for three weeks. The others seldom ap- 
peared at the office except on pay-day. 

There are many interesting entries in Mr. 
Leiendecker’s accounts outeide the pay-rolls. 
An expert accountant has been at work on the 
books for some weeks and has succeeded in 
striking a balance. é 

It appears by the figures as they now stand Mr. 
Leiendecker has been paid a large amount for 
extras” beside his salary of $5,000 a year. 
There are *‘clerks’ fees’’ and many other en- 
ries that will be closely investigated bef ore 
the accounts are audited. 

The salaries voted to the officials have not 
been paid in full. The books show that ex- 
Clerk Abe Jacobs has received $1,130 of the 
total of $3,500. Ex-Collector Martin W. 
Honan has received $2,300 of the total of 
$7,500. Ex-Assessor Henry Best has received 
$1,000 out of $7,500. Attorney McKeough 
received $2,000, the full amount of his 
salary. 

Although the Assessor’s pay-rolls are much 
larger than is believed necessary, it is not 
thought they were stuffed, as badly as those 
of the Collector. a

DANGER IN THE AMBULANCE SHEDS. 


Smallpox May Be Contracted at the Foot of 
Randolph Street. 

Patrons of the Hilinois Central who board 
and leave their trains at the Randolph street 
depot probably will be surprised to learn 
that they have been exposing themselves to 
Smallpox in going to and from the 4epot. 
The ambulances used to carry smallpox 
patients have been kept in sheds in the yards 
at the foot of Randolph street, and it is said 
on good authority that these vehicles seldom 
were fumigated and that many of the 
drivers of them were careless and worthless 
drunkards. 

Arthur Milehan Phelps, No. 5648 Jefferson 
avenue, who was connected with the money 
order department of the American Express 
company died at the smallpox hospital yes- 
terday. He used the Illinios Central sub- 
urban trains in going to and coming fromm 
his home, and his friends believe the disease 
was contracted from the vehicles in the 
sheds at the foot of Randolph street. How 
many other persons have contracted the 
disease through the negligence of the ambu- 
lance men can only be a matter of conject- 
ure. From all reports they seem to have 
had little regard for the health of the com- 
munity and do not even exercise common 
sense. 

There have been numerous complaints 
made as ‘to the frequent intoxicated condi- 
tion of the drivers of these vehicles. One 
instance has come to notice where a case of 
smallpox was discovered by a member of 
the medical staff of the department. The 
patient was a child and the parents protest- 
ed against its being taken to the hospital 
but finally were compelled to yield. It was 
arranged that the ambulance should come 
that day. The wagon did not put in an ap- 
pearance until 9 o’clock the next night, and 
when the driver and the attendant did arrive 
they were intoxicated and wanted to know 
where —— —— the child was who had the 
smallpox. They were so boisterous and so 
impudent that the father got a revolver and 
drove them out,of the house. 

It {s said by physicians connected with the 
hospital that the men who handled the dead 
bodies were criminally reckless as to their 
habits and often went on the crowded streets 
witHBut changing their clothing or washing 
their hands. , 

Dr. Reynolds denied yesterday the story 
that the Smallpox Hospital at Forty-fourth 
place and. Ogden avenue had been burned 
to hide political corruption. The struct- 
ure, he said, had been burned because the 
lease expired May 1 and the ground had 
to be vacated. The cost of the structure, he 
said, was $6,275, the plumbing about $2,000, 
and the rent for one year $7,000. He said 
one employé who stole some vaccine points 
was discharged at the time his dishonesty 


was discovered. 
IT IS NOT MAYOR SWIFT’S FUNERAL, 


Hopkins’ Shortcomings of Less Interest 
than His Own Administration. 

While many predictions are current in the 
City Hall.as to proposed investigations of 
departments and criminal prosecutions, It 
was learned yesterday on good authority 
that Mayor Swift is not so much concerned 
with the shortcomings of the Hopkins ad- 
ministration as he is in seeing that his own 
administration is clean and business-like. 
Summed up the Mayor’s attitude is as fol- 
lows: 

Everybody knows the payrolls were stuffed 
under the Hopkins administration; that 
there ‘weré numerous inspectors for few 
workmen... ‘The public has been aware of this 
for months, but the men who were appointed 
have been paid off. The transaction in con- 
nection with these irregularities is closed. 
It is the business of the present administra- 
tion to drop.the dishonest and inefficient em- 
ployés found on the payrolls and proceed to 
administer the city government on clean 
business lines. 

It was also clearly demonstrated yester- 
day that Commissioner Kent’s investigation 
is not so much with a view of punishing 
Hopkins’ retainers as to clear them out and 
protect himself from.the charge of paying 
stuffed pay-rolls. When he entered the 
office he found certain Hopkins pay-rolls 
unpaid. Fearing they might be stuffed he 
put detectives at work on each roll. They 
simply investigated a sufficient number of 
cases on each roll to determine whether or 
not it was an honest one. He has been con- 
vineeé that all the pay-rolls left over have 
been stuffed. Then to prevent any honest 
man losing his wages, the employés were 
asked to come forward, make an affidavit 

as to what was due them and get their 
“money. In this way every man in the de- 
partment to whom the city owes money 
will receive it. No injury will be done any 
one, and the city will not pay its funds to

BIG FRAUD LAID BARE 


W. N. OOWELL IS OHARGED WITH 
EXTENSIVE LAND SWINDLES. 


Arrested at His Home in Kenosha, Wis., 
by a Chicago Detective<He Is Said to 
Have Secured $40,000 to $50,000. in 
Fraudulent Sales of Texas Farm Prop- 
erty=Chicago People Bit Among Num- 
bers of Others—It Is Alleged It Is Not 
His First Offense. 

W. N. Cowell is charged with obtaining 
something like $40,000 or $50,000 in one 
of the most extensive land swindies ever un- 
earthed. Cowell is a lawyer of Kenosha, 
Wis., where he was arrested Tuesday by De- 
tective Elliott of the Chicago police. It is 
said many Chicago persons have ,been swin- 
dled out of sums aggregating! many thou- 
sands of dollars by Cowell and his alleged 


of Uncle Sam. 

With the aid of matrimonial publications 
and the photographs of a pretty girl from 
the West Side a dozen or more men who 
wanted to marry were made the victims of 
a Chicago bartender who has a record for 
this sort of thing. The swindler, whose 
name is C. G. Arnold, was arrested yester- 
day afternoon by Postoffice Inspector 
George Christian. He is a neat-looking fel- 
low, with a light-brown mustache, aged 31, 
and formerly tended bar at the Paimer 
House. 

His arrest was hastened by a letter re- 
ceived from H. H. Warner, a dealer in gro- 
ceries and farm produce at Sedan, Minn. 
Warner wanted to marry ard inserted an 
advertisement in a matrimonial paper. 
Arnold answered it, representing himself as 
a farmer’s daughter with musical abilities, 
signing the letter *‘ Clara 8. Le Clare.” He 
inclosed the photograph of a girl with 
golden hair and a charming face. These 
pictures Arnold secured from a West Side 
photographer.

who believed they had been swindled. The 
result of these inquiries has been the arrest of 
Cowell and the discovery that from all ap- 
pearances the money secured by him has 
been taken from his victims by fraudulent 
means. From present developments resi- 
dents of Illinois and Missouri, especially Chi- 
cago and Kansas City, appear to have suffered 
the most, as more inquiries have been made 
from these two cities. 

The Texas lands by which it is asserted 
Cowell has conducted his swindle purported 
to be located in Tom Green, Pecos, and Pre- 
sidio Counties in that State. The swindle 
came to the attention of the Chicago police 
through Gov, Altgeld, who, April 12, wrote a 
letter.to Chief Badenoch, inclosing a com- 
munication from the Governor of Texas. and 
from the Land Commissioners of that State, 
charging that conspiracies existed to issue 
fraudulent titles to tracts of Texas land, and 
the base of operation, Gov. Altgeld said, .was 
located in Chicago. Gov. Altgeld referred 


' the matter to Chief Badenoch in order that 


he might understand the situation, and his 
department might, in a general way, be on 
the iookout, 

The letter from Gov. Culberson of Texas 
to Gov. Altgeld said: 

“I beg herewith to hand you copy of letter 
recently received from the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office of this State, from 
which you will see that there is a well organ- 
ized gang of land sharks iocated in Chicago 
who pretend tu deal in Texas lands, You will 
readily observe the injury done to this State 
and to the peuple of Illinois, who are imposed 
upon by these swindlers, and this letter is 
sent for your information and such action on 
your part as may be deemed necessary to 
protect the people of your State against the 
imposition.” 

Land Commissioner's Letter. 


The communication from the Texas Land 
Commissioner was written to Gov. Culbergon 
and said: 

‘*T deem it my duty to call your attention 
to what I conceive to be a most outrageous 
swindle that is now being carried on and per- 
petrated in other States by what seems to be 
a well organized gang of swindlers whose 
headquarters [am inclined to believe is lo- 
cated at Chicago. Inquiries have been re- 
ceived at this office since I took charge from 
persons residing in other States, principally 
in Illinois and Missouri, the letters coming 
from Chicago ang Kansas City, in regard to 
lands claimed to be situated in Tom Green, 
Pecos, and Presidio Counties, and surveyed 
by virtue of certificates issued to the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fé railway company, 
when in fact no such locations exist, the whole 
being a myth. . 

‘“‘Ilam informed that during the last ten 
years any numver of similar inquiries have 
been made at this office in reference to this 
same character of;claims. The workers give 
accurate descriptions of the certificate by 
name and number, also the locality 
of the section purported to be 
located by virtue of said _ certificate, 
clauning it tobe located so many miles 
and degrees from a station ‘Dunton.’ They 
also claim the land to have been patented to 
one ‘James Slater’ as assignee, giving the date 
ae well as the number and volume of patent, 
It is found that in every instance upon ex. 
amination of the records of this office the 
certificate referred to is located in some other 
county and having been regularly conveyed 
by the President of the above railway com- 
pany is legally patented to the assignee under 
the transfer from the company.

Thomas said he corre- 
sponded with Miss Lamonf all of last winter 
and-engaged himself to marry her. Hé sent 
her $20 to buy a wedding trousseau and a 
gold bandring. Thomas also secured a mar- 
riage license. Other letters were from Will- 
iam McCombie, Spangler, Pa.; W. C. Miller, 
Idaho Springs, Colo.; John Brown, Martin- 
dale, Mont.; and William Spangler, De- 
fiance, O.-Arnold lives at No..

HYPNOTIST BARNES IS LOCKED UP, 


In Jail for Keeping a Boy Under the Influ- 
ence for Twelve Hours. 

Prof. W. A. Barnes, No. 1208 Michigan 
avenue, who claims to possess hypnotic 
power, occupied a cell last night at the Har- 
rison Street Police Station... He was arrest- 
ed on a charge of disorderly conduct, the 
complainant being John McCabe, 14 years 
old, of No. 66 Alexander street. McCabe 
says while passing No. 1208 Michigan avenue 
Tuesday he was asked by a young man who 
met him if he did not want a job. He re- 
plicd he did, and was ushered into Prof. 
Barnes’ apartment, where, he claims, he was 
kept under the hypnotic influence for twelve 
hours. 

At the station last night before being 
locked up Barnes gave an exhibition of his 
power to Capt. Hartnett, Lieut. Calleran, 
and several officers. He put his assistant, 
John Uger, in the hypnotic state and made 
him believe that Capt. Hartnett was Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 

Prof. Barnes wished to try his powers on 
Capt. Hartnett, but the latter refused to 
submit to a test. He gave orders that Prof. 
Barnes should be placed in a cell in a re- 
mote part of the station and ordered the 
lockup keeper to keep out of range of the 
mysterious force possessed by the prisoner. 


18 KIDNAPED IN FRONT OF HIS HOME. 


Reginald Scott Induced to Accompany «a 
Man Supposed to Be Henry Manning. 

Reginald Scott, the 9-year-old son of James 
Scott, a stonecutter who lives at No. 5616 
Drexel avenue, was kidnaped las§ evening 
while playing in front of his home by a man 
who is thought to be Henry Manning, the 
man who kidnaped two children in South 
Chicago a short time ago.

work began as*soon as the bill passed the 
Senate. It was deemed expedient to aban- 
don the project for a time, hoping that it 
could be gotten through in the bustle in- 
cident. to the close of the session, Within 
the last week, ‘However, the promoters of 
the project have been working as hard as 
they could to get the pledges of enough mem- 
bers of the House to pass the bill. They 
think they have achieved this result. They 
‘will find themselves much mistaken, The 
"bill has been read 4 first time in the House, 
“and Has been sent to the Committee on Live 
Stock and Dairying. It is still in that com- 
mittee. The statement is made here on what 
geems to be the best authority that the bill 
will get out before long and every effart will 
be made to sugpend the rules and send it to 
third reading. Its friends are getting feady 
to sneak it along some Friday or Monday 
night, when the attendance of the members 
is generally light. The friends of the meas- 
ure do not intend that it shall be amended 
in any particular. Théy are going to make 
a play for the whole “ take,” foreign book 
and all. The race-track gamblers: in Chi- 
cago have within the last ten days beeu 
made aware of the fact of the existence ofa 
law prohibitfne gambling. They cannot 
well afford td take chances of landing tn 
Joliet. Their only salvation is to get some 
bill through the Legislature licensing this 
pernicious form of gambling. They hope 
to accomplish this result by devious meth- 
ods.. The less publicity they obtain the bet- 
ter it will be to their liking. 

They have a roll-call which shows some- 
thing over ninety members-of the House 
pledged to support the measure. The roll- 
call .is..fictitious. and overestimates _ their 
strength. Not to exceed fifty members of 
this House are willing to stand up for the 
Hitimphrey bill in’ its present condition. 
They know as well as anybody else the re- 
sults that will follow. They Know the influ- 
ences that are behind the bill and they know 
that things will be called by their proper 
names if the matter comes toan issue. They 
cannot stand the gaff. From this time out 
every session of the llouse, no matter how 
inconsequential, will De closely watched. 
A dozen of*the strongest members of that 
body have whetted their scythes for the 
racing bill, and only await an opportunity 
to mow it down. It will be given the benefit 
of every roll-call known to the rules of the 
House, and the members will be compelled 
to array themselves on the side of the public 
on the one hand or the race-track gamblers 
on the other. 


: To Adjourn June 14. 

If the Republicans of the House have 
their way this session will come fo an end 
June 14. This was the action of the Repub- 
lican House caucus this afternoon and the 
agreement was reached after a_stormy de- 
bate. Klein of Pike, Jonathan Merriam, Hal- 
lett of Will, and a number of others would 
not listen to anything looking toward an 
earlier adjournment. They were reminded 
of the fact that the Republicans would bé 
held responsible for the length of the ses- 
sion, but that made no difference. They made 
a fight and they carried their peint.

The caucus agreed to advance 
Mr. Callahan’s bill revising the election law 
and Glade’s bill providing that party central 
committees shall decide between candidates 
claiming to be the nominees of the same po- 
litical party. 

' Little if anything was heard today con- 
cerning: the veto mesages sent by Gov. Alt-

Sflop’Feed Committee Reports. 

Senator Morrison submitted to the Senato 
the report of the committee to investigate 
the feeding of slop to cattle by breweries 
and distflerics, of which he is the Chairman. 
The recommendations for legislation were 
niade a special order for one week from to- 


morrow. 


port: 
Following the line of inquiry, pee in order to 
get 4 better knowledge of the subject of investi- 
ation, your committee visited the Union Stock- 
‘ards at Chicago and the cattle pens at Peoria. 
The testimony given demonstrates that cattle 
from which milk is taken, and also those in- 
tended for human food consumptica, are fed on 
“refuse from breweries, distillertos; starch and 
giueose factories, the rofuse of the first two, how- 
ever, being as nine to one. It also demonstrates 
that this refuse, on ‘being analyzed, ts found to 
be largely cemposed.of the hulls of corn or what- 
ever grain was used, the nutritive material being 
“almost niL The only distinction which ca: be 
made between the refuse from breweries and that 
from distillerres is that the former contains 75 
per cent of water, the latter 90 per 
cent. The testimony also shows that there 
is a difference in the conditions under which 
brawery refuse and_ distillery refuse are 
fed to animals, which must be understood before 
tne findings of the committee may be compre- 
hended. One witness testified that his business 
was the buying. and selling of wet brewery ref- 
use; that he had contracts running over.ao 4av- 
erage period of three years with all the large 
breweries‘of ClAcago; and that he handled 250 
tons of t wt brewery refuse a day, which he sold 
to parties in Iilinois, who fed it to cattle, prin- 
cipally milch cows. This wet refuse is shipped 
by fréight, and it isclaimed that if exposed to the 
air for three days it sours an ferments 
and becontes putrid, and when in .this 
eondition the medical experts were agreed 
that it was an unfit food for cattle, that 
it had a deleterious effect upon the milk and 
also upon the flesh. The witness further testified 
that he has had complaints from parties to whom 
he shipped that the wet refuse was received in 
a sour condition, but gave it as his opinion that 
the refuse remained fresh for at least a week. 
One of the brewers when asked the question, 
“Have you ever known it (wet refuse from the 
brewery) to ferment in three days?” testified that 
a pailful of the wet refuse was accidentally left 
upon thé brewory premises for that time and 
that it soured. When asked if he wouid have fed 
thut pailful of wet refuse after standing three 
days to his cow be was emphatic in answering in 
the negative. : 

When the contract submitted in evidence be- 
tween the buyer as one party amd. the feeder as 
another is consulted, it is found that, the feeder 
under its terms is bond to receivé the wet refuse 
no matter what its condition when it reaches its 
distination. The shipper’s liability ceases when 
he loads the cars at the shipping point. 
It is against known facts to believe that if this 
wet refuse will sour, ferment, and become putrid 
in three days or in any period less than ten days, 
that if received in that condition and the receiver 
being compelled to pay for it, nolens volens, he 
will throw it away. 

Goodness Is Its Cheapness. 


Theclaim is made that it is a good food, but 
all the evidence submitted demonstrates that its 
goodnessis its cheapnoss. That the milk from 
cows fed on this material is highly detrimental 
to the health, particularly that of infants, al- 
ways large consumers of cows’ milk, is testified 
to with positiveness by all the medical experts, 
they being agreed that a contineed use of it will 
set up patholegical conditions which ultimately 
lead to death. As a further evidence 
that the feeding of wet brewery refuse to 
miich cows has a deleverious effect upon the 
lacteal fluid is the testimony of the buyer 
and handler of brewery refuse, ‘that parties 
who make condensed milk refuse to take milk 
from any one whio feeds cows wet brewery refuse. 
Since the close of the testimony the Chairman of 
your committee was waited upon by a delega- 
tion of milk dealers in Chicago, who desired to 
give testimony demonstrating that the milk re- 
ceived from parties known to feed their cattle 
upon brewery refuse was bad, and that they en- 
deavored to compel by ironciad contract the re- 
ceiptof miik only from dry fed cows, but were 
unabte to do so, becatse this wet brewery refuse 
was sold at so low a price that feeders will per- 
sist in using it. 

Distillery refuse is fed in a somewhat different 
manner, the greater quantity of it being fed to 
animais upon the distillery grounds, although a 
smail proportion of it, as testified, is sold to 
small feeders in and near Peoria, The method 
of feedimg cattie at distilleries is inhuman, 
Thousands of them—in one distillery at Peoria 
there are now 3,400, at another 3,000, at another 
1.800, and at two others, 1.000--are chained to 
atrough with three to four feet of side room, 
and kept in that condition for six months in 
sheds poorly ventilated, if at all, and at a high 
temperature. -The distillery refuse, ¥0O per 
cent liquid, is run into the  feed- 
ing trough hot—so hot, as your committee 
has had physical demonstration, that the finger 
burns when introduced, In this condition they 
remain, and they must eat this unnatural, un- 
healtby food or die, and when the pangs of hun- 
ger become so great that it produces frenzy, 
these brutes will endeavor to satisfy their crav- 
ings by licking the sides of the trough, or, wild 
with huuger, eve their nostrils in the hot mass, 
only to biister their tongues and mouths, and all 
this that commercial interests may be subserved 
by increased profits. For itis a fact that a liq- 
uid diet, together with total inaction, produces 
fat. but an unhealthy fat, vide the testimony of 
medical experts. Itis true that the animais are 
fed upon a material which the feeders 
denominate hay, but personal inspection demon- 
strates that pine shavings seemingly provide 
more nutriment than this delectable (?) articie. 
The excreta from the animals falls into troughs 
constructed behind them, as they stand, which 
troughs are flushed and washed into the river. 
there to pollute the stream. It is testified to 
that there are not many deaths in the cattie, one- 
haif of 1 per cent being all, itis claimed, although 
itis also a matter of testimony that no records 
are kept, nor is there any inspection of the cattle, 
except by the parties in interest. 

Down te Routine Work. 


Senator Coon’s bill concerning local im- 
provements was called up in the Senate by 
Senator Anthony. The bill. which was a 
special order on third-reading, provides that 
‘:property-owners may have the opportunity 


‘to be heard before special assessments are 


levied against them, was passed by a vote of 
—yeas, 51; nays, 1. 

Senator Craig’s bill, concerning special as- 
sessments and special taxes payable in in- 
stalfments, which was a special order on 
third reading in the Senate, was killed. 

Senator Humphrey’s bill to amend the act 
restricting the’ powers of towns, cities, vil- 
liges, and counties in licensing dramshops, 
providing. that the County Commissioners 
may grant licenses within the two-mile limit 
of the present law, was lost in the Senate by 
a vote of—yeas, 1!; nays, 11. 

In the House on motion of Mr. Miller of 
Cook the use of Representatives Hall for the 
evening of May 28 was granted the ‘‘Logan 
103.”’ 

The House Committee on Appfopriations 
tcday ordered favorably reported the bill ap- 
propriating $225,000 for improvements upon 
the State Fair grounds. A fight was made 
upon the item of &75,000 for a machinery hall, 
but it will remain in the bill. Speeches in 
support of the bill were made by Representa- 
tives Butler, Selby; and Merritt. 


SAYS SENATORS ARE PURCHASABLE, 


Homeopathic Doctor Makes Grave Charges 
Against the Springfield Solons. 

Charges against State legislators were 
made by the homeopathic physicians at 
their convention at the Tremont House yes- 
terday. Certain State Representatives, it 
was alleged, had offered to pass an amend- 
ment in which the llinois Homeopathic Med- 
ical Association is interested if sufficient 
money had been raised by those most con- 
eerned in its passage. 

Dr. J. A. Vincent of Springfield, a member 
of the Committee on Legislation of the asso- 
ciation, gave a history of the treatment of 
the bill. After the bill had been introduced 
for the establishment of an insane asylum 
for the northwestern part of the State he 
said am amendment was offered providing 
that the control of this institution should be 
given to a homeopathic superintendent. This 
amendment, according to Dr. Vincent, was 
defeated because the Senators of the State 
had not been purchased. For the amount of 
$3,000, he asserted, the bill would have been 
passed, and of this he said he had full evi- 
dence. Speaker Meyer, he felt, had acted in 
bad faith with the committee of which he 
was a member, for he had promised that the 
amendment should be called up, but failed 
to keep his,word and the bill was passed by 
the House without the ‘amendment for the 
Superintendent of their school being in- 
cluded. 

Dr. Vincent was asked by a member of the 
association in the audience to give the name 
of the Senator, but refused. Dr. Vincent 
then urged upon the members of the conven- 
tion the necessity of making appeals to Gov. 
Altgeld to veto the measure. If this failed 
then an effort should be made to have the 
Governor at the time he appoints a Superin- 
tendent over this asylum appoint one af 
their school.

/ BURIED BY ITS DEBTS. 


MILWAUKEE SIREET RAILWAY TO 
BE PUT iN REOZIVERS’ HANDS. 


Action Begun in New York in Behalf of 
the Holders of Over $10,000,000 of 
Bonds, on Which the Company Cannot 
Pay the Interest=Two Receivers Will 


Probably Be Appointed to Look After 
the Separate and Involved Interests= 
General News from New York, 

New York, May 15.—{Special.]—The Mil- 
waukee street railways will be put into the 
hands of .a receivership tomorrow. The ap- 
plication was made today. The action is 
not a surprise, as such an event has been 
looked for and has been practically promised 
by those in the management of the road for 
the last three years. 

There seems to be little doubt that 
there will be two receivers, Henry C. Payne 
of this city, a bondholder and a member of 
the Executive committée and the Vice-Pres- 
ident of the road, and William Nelson Crom- 
well of New York, President of the New Jere 
sey company which owns the Wisconsin 
company, and who has been identified with 
the North American company since its or- 


ganization. 

The Milwaukee street railway combination 
is one of the most intricate of all the intri- 
vate companies or series of companies which 
have been evolved from the same fertile 
manipulators who designed the Northern 
Pacific intricacies. The North American 
company is.a corporation whose principal 
business is the holding of stock and bonds 
in other corporations. It was incorporated 
in New Jersey by Villard, Hoyt, Colby, and 
other Northern Pacific financiers. It has 
held the Milwaukee street. railway lines in 
the hollow of its hand. There are two Mil- 
waukee street railway companies. One is 
the Milwaukee Street railway company of 
New Jersey and the other is the Milwaukee 
Street rhilway company of Wisconsin. The 
Milwaukee Street railway company of New 
Jersey was chartered by that State and its 
authorized capital is $5,000,000. William 
Nelson Cromwell of New York is President 
of it. It ranks next to the North Ameri- 
can company. The Milwaukee Street rail- 
way company of Wisconsin is a modest lit- 
tle thing. Its capital is $1,000,000. The 
North American company owns the Milwau- 
kee Street railway company of New Jersey, 
the Milwaukee Street railway company of 
New Jersey owns the Milwaukee Street rail- 
way company of Wisconsin. and the Milwau- 
kee Street railway company of Wisconsin 
owns the old Cream City, Milwaukee City, 
and West Side systems, and in addition it 
controls the Edison and Badger Illuminat- 
ing companies, the Milwaukee Electric rail- 
Way company, or Hinsey line, and the Mil- 
waukee and Whitefish railway company. 
The four last companies are still maintained 
separately. 

Affairs Are Much Involved. 

The Milwaukee Street railway company 
of Wisconsin would be a wealthy and pow- 
erful corporation were it not for the fact that 
the immense property that it holds is not 
really its own. The company is much of an 
agent and little of a proprietor. According 
to the statement made by Henry C. Payne 
the following amounts were paid for the va- 
rious street lines:

About. $380,000 was paid by the syndicate 
for the plant of the Badger Hluminating 
company and about $200,000 paid for the 
work done up to ISt®~ on equipping the Edi- 
son electric plant, making, it is claimed, a 
total investment at the start of ‘$6,675,000, 
Extensions, new car barns, and other equip- 
ments have been purchased which bring the 
total investment up to $10,000,000, The 
amounts paid for the street car lines pur- 
chased is said to have been more than their 
actual or speculative value and experts who 
have examined the power house and equip- 
ment of the line are unanimous in the opin- 
ion that they were putin under the most un- 
favorable circumstances. 

The total investment of about $10,000,000 
for the various roads purchased, for the con- 
struction of the power house and additional 
trackage, subways, and barns, represented 
by the bonded indebtedness of $11,250,000, 
has always been considered by experts as 
excessive and beyond anything which the 
company even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances could for many years hope to 
pay interest upon, not taking dividends on 
stock into consideration. 

Miiwaukee, Wis., May 15.—[Special.]—Re- 
ceivership proceedings for the Milwaukee 
Street railway company begun in New York 
today have been expected for some time. 
The management of the road has all along 
claimed the exactions which have been made 
on the road by the Common Council, togeth- 
er with the running expenses of the road, 
were more than the traffic in this city would 
bear. Outsiders have.all along claimed the 
road was bonded, for more than i is worth 
and that it is an impossibility for the road 
to pay interest on a bonded indebtedness of 
$11,000,000, While none of the directors or 
attorneys of the company in this city are 
surprised at the action which has been-deter- 
mined upon all of them profess to have no 
definite knowledge in regard to the move. 

Debts Are in the Millions, 

Outstanding against all the property—the 
electric railways and the itluminating 
plants—are bonds to the amount of $11,250,- 
000. The first issue of thirty-year bonds in 
1800 was $10,000,000, and after the consum- 
mation of the purchase of the West Side 
lines in Milwaukee additional bonds to the 
amount $1,250,000 were issued. A majority 
of these bonds have passed into the hands 
of the North American company and its 
friends. The bonds bear interest at the rate 
of 5 per cent per annum, and the total yearly 
interest is $561,500. The holders of the 
bonds, when they agreed to surrender afl 
their interest coupons for the term of eight- 
een months—up to June 1, 1895—thereby 
virtually made the street railway company 
a present of $855,250. But the stockholders 
and the bondholders are one and the same, 
to a great extent, and therefore the bond- 
holders, when they made that huge donation, 
had the satisfaction of making it to them- 
selves. The pay-roll, taxes, insurance, and 
other expenses amount to $740,000 a year, 
making a total, with the yearly interest on 
the bonds, of $1,301,500, 

To meet these expenses a daily income 
from street car fares and electric lighting 
accounts of $1,600 is necessary. It was 
thought a month ago that the company 
would be able to meet its interest coupons 
due June 1, but it seems that the arrange- 
ment by which this was to have been accom- 
plished has faflen through. 

Views of Director Pfister. 

Director Charles Pfister said in regard to 
the receivership: ‘‘We out here have noth- 
ing definite in regard to this matter. Yet I 
cannot say that it is a surprise. Mr. Payne 
went East to confer with the Eastern bond- 
holders as to whether interest on the bonds 
should be passed this June again or not. 
Kither the coupons must be paid June 1 or 
the road gotnto the hands ofa receiver. We 
expected Mr. Payne back yesterday. So far 
we have heard nothing officially as to the re- 
sult of his trip; this looks as if they had de- 
cided that it was best to make an applica- 
tion forareceiver. I consider it not unlikely 
that two receivers will be applied for, one to 
represent the local interests and -one the 
Eastern bondholders. We havea good prop- 
erty and if it is put on. a cash basis there is 
no doubt but that it will pay. At present it 
is one of these Villard affairs and the poor 
bondholders have to suffer the results of his 
financiering. The property will doubtless be 
entirely reorganized and its. bonded indebt- 
edness cutdown. The bondholders will take 
matters into their own hands and look into 
the property. Of the $10,000,000 or more of 
bonds the North American company owns a 
little over half, or about $5,100,000. The 
Deutsch Bank holds about $38,000,000 more, 
and the rest is distributed in small lots here 
and in the Kast. I have about $5,000 of the 
bonds and I believe Mr. Payne has some 
$75,000 worth.”’ 

The placing of the great corporation in the 
hands of receivers will probably defeat the 
demands of the street railway employés for 
an increase in wages. At present the motor 
men and’conductors are receiving under the 
agreement made at the last strike a rate orf 
I cents an hour, and the men are demand- 
ing 20 cents an hour for week days and 22 
cents for Sundays. Just previous to his de- 
parture for New York Mr. Payne had a con- 
ference with the men in which he declared 
his company would not accede to the de- 
mands and intimated it would go into the 
hands of a receiver. He was to have re- 
turned by April 26, but at that time sent word 
that he would not come back before May 15. 


END OF THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Session at Albany to Close Today—Its Sins 
; Chiefly Those of Omission. 
New York, May 15,—jSpecial.]—The Legis- 
lature of this State will adjourn sine die at 
noon tomorrow, and when the adjournment 


: was taken tonight the work of the session of 


1895 had been practically completed. 
Never in the history of the State have so 
many bills been introduced during a.session 
of the Legislature. The chief sins of this 
Legislature have been those of omission. 
The political revolution in the metropolis 
last fall brought’ New York City legislation 
to the front.The great mistake of the session 
was that the reform légisiation asked for by 
the people of that city was not passed by Feb. 
1, That which was done seemed to be done 
with great reluctance, and the people began 
to look upon the Legislature with suspicion. 
The net result has been to pass the power of 
removal bill and the police magistrates bill, 


which go far towards doing away with Tam-. 


many rule. The bill, however, that was the 
outcome of the terrible condition of things 
shown to exist in the Police Department— 
viz.: the police reorganization bill—was lost 
because of the extraordinary position taken 
by thiee Republican Senators and the one 
Democrat who always posed as an independ- 
ent and a friend of good government. 

The Legislature has done a few good 
things, notably the passage of the Raines 
ballot bill, the tenement-house bill, and the 
Pound amendment to the corrupt practices 
act. If it had done nothing but pass these 
acts it would be entitled to the commenda- 
tion of the people. 

The tenement-house acts are of the most 
beneficial nature. Nothing has been done 
in this State which will have more far-reach- 
ing results in protecting the health and mor- 
als of the poor people in the great metropolis 
than the passage of these measures. 

Police legéslation for New York City, both 
as a result of the labors of the Lexow in- 
vestigating committee, and as an expression 
of the views-of the committee of ten and 
other reform organizations, has occupied 
a great deal of time. The single result has 
been the passage of the bill enacting into 
law the principle of bi-partisanship in the 
Police Commission. This may be said to 
have been all the police legislation that ex- 
Senator Platt desired, as he is understood 
to have so told Supt. Byrnes when that offi- 
cer approached him on the subject of the 
hill -which he was about to have introduced 
by Assemblyman Ainsworth, increasing his 
own powers. 

The Legislature could scareely do any- 
thing to better show its indifference to the 
will of the people than to-refuse to pass the 
Greater New York bill. The chief regret of 
the legislators is that they passed the 
power of removal bill for New York City. 
The fact that they regret this, which was 
the best thing they did, is a sufficient com- 
mentary upon their official conduct. 

The State Senate adjourned shortly after 
midnight, with the chances fdér the passage 
of the Greater New York bill very slim in- 
deed. The Buffalo Senators, Persons and 
Lamy, have made it plain they will not vote 
for consolidation. Word came to them from 
Buffalo yesterday not to support the meas- 
ure, and it looks as if they will obey orders. 
Mayor Schieren of Brooklyn, who, it has 
been said, would veto the Greater New York 
nny will insist upon the referendum provis- 
on,

Epidemic at Stamford, Conn., That Has 


Reached 327 Cases. 


New York, May 15.—[Specia!. ]|—Connecti- 
cut is suffermmg from a visitation of typhoid- 
fever. Stamford and New Mfiford are the 
places where the epidemic has raged most se- 


verely. 
ford with a score of cases in various parts of 
the city and spread rapidly. At first phy- 
sicians were unable to explain it, but it was 
soon traced tu the milk from a farmer named 
Blackham. The total number of cases since 
the disease began is 327. 

All the deathe and most of the cases report- 
ed can be directly traced to the infected milk 
supply. The actual situation at Stamford is 
critical and patnetic. Many of the residents 
of the city have left the place in terror. Many 
persons have boycotted all milk-dealers and 
many have volunteered as nurses till the 
plague shall have vanished. Whole families 
are down with the disease and more 
deaths are _ inevitable. The emergen- 
cy hospital of Stamford, with its limited 
accommodations, was filled two weeks ago, 
and the medica! authorities were forced to pur- 
chase another building for hospital purposes 
till the number of patients decreases. Al- 
though few patients as possible are taken to 
these two hospitals both are running over, 
and many patients have been sent to other 
temporary hospitals. The services of extra 
physicians and nurses have been imperative, 
and they have been summoned in large num- 
bers from New York, New Haven, Bridge- 
port, and other places. 

Fifty nurses are in Stamford and nearly as 
many physicians. An emergency fund, started 
immediately after the inception of the epi- 
demic, has now increased to $3,000 and is 
swelling rapidly. Charitable societies are 
finding a wide field for their labors.

Gen. W. H. Powell of Belleville was elected 
Commander of the Department of Illinois 
at the Grand Army encampment today. The 
vote was Powell 453, McNulta 319. It wasa 
one-sided battle,.thanks to the vigorous con- 
test made over the Adjutant-Generalship. 

One result of the election will probably be 
an effort to change the rules of the order so 
as to take the power of appointment away 
from the Commander and make the office of 
Adjutant-General an elective one. As a 
number of enthusiastic Grand Army men 
put it tonight they are now called upon 
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GEN. WILLIAM H, POWELL. 
[New Department Commander Illinois G. A. R.] 


every year to scramble over an $1,800 posi- 
tion, and the selection of a Commander 
hinges solely upon the deals made in the in- 
terest of the various candidates for Adju- 
tant-General. This is displeasing to those 
who have the best interests of the Grand 
Army at heart, and they object to having 
the organization rent by contending factions 
whose highest ambition is to control a good- 
paying position for some elever political 
wire-puller. 

Both Gens. Powell and McNulta this morn- 
ing hastened to deny having made any deals 
or pledges for the appointment of staff offi- 
cers. Later, however, it was frankly ad- 
mitted by the men highest in the councils of 
the Grand Army that the situation had been 
accurately outlined, and the publication of 
the facts, no matter how much it might hurt 
individuals at first, would ultimately benefit 
and strengthen the order. Said one Chicago 
delegate: 

“It hurts to have the truth told sometimes, 
and especially when it interferes with a 
carefully prearranged program. This is the 
first time the inner workings of the Grand 
Army have ever been laid bare before the 
public, and the boys who are directly inter- 
ested naturally kick a little.’’ 

The Opposition to McNulta. 

It was the intention to delay the election 
of a Commander until tomorrow morning, 
but many of the delegates were anxious to 
get away and it was voted to push the mat- 
ter through today. There is a difference of 
opinion as to whether Gen. McNulta would 
have been benefited by Welay or not. Some 
of his friends assert converts were being 
made rapidly, and one more day and night 
of hard work would have won over enough 
of Powell's lukewarm adherents to insure 
the election of the Bloomington man. Those 
who had the campaign directly in charge de- 
ciare they are now convinced it was never 
within the possibilities to elect McNulta, as 
he was handicapped in many ways. In the 
first place he did not avow his candidacy un- 
til after Adjt. Spink had been at work for 
months among the Chicago posts in the in- 
terest of Powell, and had secured pledges of 
support on the belief there would be no 
strong opposition. 

Then Gen. McNulta was looked upon as a 
seeker after the Republican nomination for 
Governor in 1806, and ** Private Joe’’ Fifer, 
his old-time neighbor, hears the same bee 
buzzing McNulta denied today in emphatic 
language that he wanted the gubernatorial 
noinination, and said in fact he was out of 
politics. Fifer in equally strong words de- 
nied having interfered in any way with the 
Grand Army elections, but those on the in- 
side simply wink wisely and go on telling 
how it would have injured Fifer’s chances if 
McNulta had been elected Commander by 
reason of the prestige the position carries 
with it. At any rate Fifer is not worrying 
any over the defeat of McNulta. 

On top of all this was the sharp contest 
for the Adjutant-Generalship, in which Fred 
Spink, who is Powell’s avowed choice, had 
the whip hand. 

When the encampment opened today LS 
voting delegates answered the roll ca 
After listening to the reports of the retiring 
officers nominations for Commander, Senior 
Vice-Commander, and Junior Vice-Com- 
mander were called for. Gen. Hamilton of 
Quincy named Gen. McNulta in a warmly 
enthusiastic speech, and when he closed a 
dozen delegates jumped up to second -the 
nomination. Gen. Parker of Chicago was 
recognized and spoke at length in favor of 
the Bloomington man. 


Sexton Makes a Lively Speech. 

A. J. Burbank of Chicago simply put the 
name of Gen. Powell before the encampment, 
leaving the speech-making in his behalf to 
the veteran Col. James A. Sexton of Chi- 
cago, who was primed with patriotic oratory 
and poetry for the occasion. Sexton went 
at the matter in his customary vigorous way 
and fairly churned his audience into a frenzy 
for Powell. When the vote was taken, how- 
ever, the McNuita men stood firm and not 
a one of the 319 who had been counted on in 
advance wavered. It was expected some of 
them might breakaway when they saw how 
the fight was going, but they all stood firm 
and the vote was recorded: Powell, 453; 
McNulta, 319. 

For Senior Vice-Commander C. T. Cole- 
man of Canton, L. S. Lambert of Galesburg, 
and T. R. Damon of Gibson City were can- 
didates. Coleman won in a walk and: his 
election Was made unanimous. 

D. B. Hubbard of Chicago and George M. 
Cunningham of Neoga were the only candi- 
dates for Junior Vice-Commander and it was 
am easy victory for Hubbard, who got 650 
of the 744 votes. 

Telegrams were received from Minneapo- 
lis and St. Paul urging the encampment to 
use its influence to secure the location of the 
national encampment for 18096 in the latter 
city, and they were referred to committees. 
A telegram was also received from the de- 
partment encampment in New York extend- 
ing fraternal greetings and good wishes. 

Committees from the Woman's Relief 
Corps and the Sons of Veterans were re- 
ceived on the floor of the encampment. The 
Sons of Veterans handed in the Confederate 
monument resolutions adopted at their 
council yesterday. The women, who were 
headed by.-Mrs. Sanders of Bloomington, 
Past National President, told of expending 
$16,000 in charity during the year and de- 
scribed the work of relief in detail. 


Report of the Adjutant General. , 


The report of the Adjutant-General shows 
£7,022 members and 578 posts in good’'stand- 
ing in the Department of Illinois. During 
the year there were 530 deaths in the order, 
leaving the net.loss in membership by sus- 
pensions, etc., 1,069. Nine posts were added 
and fifteen dropped in 1834. The financial 
report shows receipts of $6,853 and expend- 
itures of $6,623, leaving $230 in the treasury. 
In addition to this the Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral has on hand $3,910. 

Allowances for salary and expenses were 
noe to the newly-elected officers as fol- 
ows: . j *

Gen. W. H. Powell, the new Commander, 
was a resident of Ironton, O., when the War 
broke out, and organized a company of 
cavalry, which was mustered in with the 
Second Virginia Regiment. He served in 
that State in 1861, ’62, and ’63, and was pro- 
tmoted to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy, receiving 
a medal of honor by order of Gen. Crook. He 
was wounded July 18, 1863 in charging a Con- 
federate fort at Wytheville, Va., and cap- 
tured by the enemy, being sent to Libby 
Prison, where he was held until Jan, 20, 1864, 
when he was exchanged for Col, Richard 
Lee. Rejoining his command, Gen. Powell 
served as Commander of the Third Cavalry 
Brigade until Gen. Sheridan took charge of 
the Army of the Shenandoah, when he was 
made Brigadier General of the Second 
Brigade, and was an active participant in 
the dashing military maneuvers which 


‘marked Sheridan's handling of the forces. 


He was brevetted Major-General March 1°, 
1865. In 1876 Gen. Powell moved to Belle- 
ville, Ill., where he started a large nail fact- 
ory. He has been a resident of that town 
ever since. 

Junior Vice-Commander Hubbard is one 
of the youngest looking veterans atthe en- 
campment. He is a native of New Hamp- 
shire, and enlisted in the navy as an acting 
ensign when a mere bey, early in 1864. He 
served under Admirals Farragut and FPor- 
ter, taking part in the capture of Mobile and 
Fort Fisher and in the bombardment of 
Charleston. Shortly after the close of the 
war he moved to Chicago, and for twenty- 
seven years has been a clerk in the First 
Nationad Bank. He is a member of George 
H. Thomas Post. : 


UNKNOWN WRECK FOUND OFF RACINE, 


Foretopmast All That Is Visible Above Wa- 
ter—May Be the Kate Kelly. 

Racine, Wis., May 15.~—The wreck of a ves- 
sel was located this morning two miles east 
of North Point by the life saving crew. The 
wreck les in ten fathoms of water and the 
foretopmast is out of the water several feet. 
The tug Gillen returned from the wreck to- 
night with the main and fore booms and 
main gaff of the vessel. The booms were 
painted white, but where the paint was worn 
off by the waves it shows they were painted 
a light brown formerly. The main boom 
has new cleats, with one coat of white paint. 
To the booms are attached the torn sails. 
Most of the foresail is hanging from its 
boom, and the canvas is new, while the 
mainsail is old. The tug Captain reports 
that the foretopmast is all that ‘is visible of 
the wreck above the water. The maintop- 
mast is broken off close to the masthead. 
Vesselmen have as yet failed to identify the 
craft. The locality of the wreck is where 
the farmers saw a vessel go down Monday 
afternoon. : 

Alpena, ’Mich., May 15.—The schooner An- 
drew Jackson, which went ashore two miles 
below Black River Monday morning, is full 
of water, as it was scuttled by its Captain 
to prevent its pounding to pieces. The ves- 
sel is without cargo and-lies in six feet of 
water. It is not thought the boat is serious- 
ly injured. 


Vesselmen are inclined to believe that the 
unknown wreck found yesterday off Racine 
North Point is that of the lost Kate Kelly. 
The rig and other particulars obtainable do 
not discredit the story. They also believe 
that the Kate Kelly is the schooner seen by 
the two farmers near North Point, and also 
by people living south of Milwaukee. 

The schooner fleet is getting straightened 
out again, and vessels that were driven out 
of their courses by the gale are fast tumning 
up at various points. It is believed that all 
are now accounted for. The schooner City 
of Grand Haven, which was said to be over- 
due, yesterday sailed in port in good shape. 
The. schooners Ford River and Richard 
Mott, about which rumors were also being 
circulated, left Sheboygdn yesterday. The 
schooner Vosges, supposed to have been 
lost on Lake Huron, arrived in Bay City 
yesterday. 


WONDERFUL ESCAPE OF THE UMBRIA. 


The Big Ocean Steamer in Imminent Dan- 
ger from a Collision. 

New York, May. 15.—[{Special.]—The 500 
passengers on the Cunard Line steamship 
Umbria, which left this port Saturday morn- 
ing last and is now in mid-Atlantic, are a 
fortunate lot. Many of them will probably 
remember for many a day an experience 


that befell that steamer at 3 o’clock Satur- | 


day afternoon one hundred miles from 
Sandy Hook, and which almost resulted in 
sending it to the bottom. A dense fog pre- 
vailed and the British steamer Monmouth- 
shire was coming slowly in ana sounding its 
whistle. The last blast had hardly died 
away before the huge outline of a steamer 
loomed up through the dense fog banks, 
coming at full speed, and pointed straight 
at the Monmouthshire’s port bow, The big 
steamer was not two ship lengths away, 
and the ominous swish of the water as the 
vessel’s prow cleaved it reached Capt. 
Evans’ ears and made his heart stand still. 
Tn an instant the whistle of the Monmouth- 
shire blared out the signai: ‘‘ Go ahead; we 
are backing,’’ and at the same moment the 
engines of-the vessel were put full speed 
astern. As the wheel of the Monmouthshire 
was thrown over to starboard the other 
steamer leaped forward and crossed the 
Monmouthshire’s bow, not 100 feet away. 
As it rushed past in the gray gloom the offi- 
cers of the Monmouthshire caught a fleeting 
glance at 100 startled faces on the deck of 
the other vessel. The name Umbria ap- 
peared on its stern as it vanished like a 
phantom in the fog. As the Monmouthshire 
straightened out again on its course the of- 
ficers, who had witnessed what came so 
near being a repétition of the Filbe horror, 
regained their senses. Had Capt. Evans 


not reversed his engines so quickly his ves- | 


sel would have struck the Umbria a glanc- 
ing blow amidships on the port side. It 
wonld have been almost impossible for the 
Monmouthshire in the fog to have assisted 
to any extent. There were 256 cabin pas- 
sengers on the Umbria. 


TO MAKE A BIG DEPOSIT OF GOLD. 


New Move by the Bond Syndicate Viewed 
by Some with Apprehension. 

New York, May 15.—Another chapter was 
added to the big syndicate history today. A 
notice was sent to the bond banks interested 
in the gold deal requesting the deposit by the 
banks of a large quantity of gold in the Sub- 
treasury here. The explanation of this last 
move lets a bit of light on the bargain which 
the syndicate made with the government. ! 

Most of the banks codperating with the 
syndicate were meinbers of the original pool 
which subscribed for the last bond issue at 
about 104, It is estimated that the banks 
will now deposit about $13,000,000 addi- 
tional gold in the Subtreasury, raising the 
reserve to about $111,000,000.

Washington, D. C., May 15.—[Special.]— 
It is evident the shatts fired by Admiral 
Meade rankle and that the administration 
feels keenly the sharp criticisms of the naval 
veteran, for today Secretary Herbert issued 
an order revoking the leave of absence granted 
to Meade several days ago. When. Admiral 
“Meade became dissatistied with his com- 
mand and asked to be detached trom the 
command of the North Atlantic squadron he 
also asked for a leave of absence of a year 
with permission to go abroad, saying at the 
game time he would ‘also in a day or 
two ask to. be. relieved. The _ re- 
quest to be detached was imniediately 
granted, as was the request for the year’s 
leave of absence. Then came thé request to 
be retired, but before any action could be 
faken the interview was published which has 
caused so much bitterness. No action has 
been taken upon the request for retirement, 
but the action revoking the leave of absence 
jndicates the request for retirement will not 
be complied with. The effect will be to place 
Admiral Meade on waiting orders, subject to 
aby duty at any tine which the department 
may desire tO assign him. It was under- 
stood the leave of absence’ granted 
Admiral Meade contained 
‘to. go abroad, and 


he intend-\ 


ed tospend the summer in Europe. He may ' 


not go abroad while on waiting orders with- 
out violating the naval reguiations. If he 
were not ready to respond to any order'‘of the 
department when issued he would also be 
auoject to discipiine for not obeying orders, 
It is believed now it is hardly likely that any 
action will be taken t@ court-inartial Admiral 
Meade for his expression: of disapproval of 
the administration, as it is believed to be im- 
possible to obtain testimony froin competent 
witnesses.

NEW BERING SEA COMPLICATIONS. 


Britain to Send a Patrol, but Will Not Fol- 
low United States Law. 
Washington, D. C., May 15.—It can be 
stated authoritatively that British ships will 
be sent to Bering Sea to patrol against poach- 
ets and to use every effective means of carry- 
ing out the Paris award and the British law 
based thereon. The instructions tg the Brit- 
ish ships will not, however, direct 
the seizure of vessels found with 
arms, but will require other extern- 
al evidence of sealing, such as possession of 
skins, presence ef kiood ou the ship, etc., as a 
basis of seizure. ia will differ from 
instructions of last ‘year, which made the 
open possession of arms prima facie ev)- 
dence. The United States law which is held 
by the authorities of Great Britain to 
~ have gone beyond the Paris award, makes the 
open session of arms prima facie evidence 
of sealing. Under these circumstances a seri- 
ous question arises as to whether Unitel 
States naval vessels will apprehend British 
sealers because they openly carry arms, and 
raises the question whether a~Uni States 
naval ehip has the right to execute a United 
States law against a British ship when the 
British law recognizes no such offense.

4. The operating expenses shall be charged to 
—_ State on the basis of train mileage in such 
State. 

5. The reports-on above basis shall be made 
the first time in the reports for the year ending 
June 80, 1896.

TO MAKE A DEAL BY WHIOH IT WILL 
RUN TRAINS TO PEOBIA. 


Arrangement Proposed with the Toledo, 
Peoria and Western Which Will Be of 
Great Advantage—Other Plans on Foot 
Which Will Give It the Shortest Line 
to Several Cities=Canadian Pacific Boy- 
cotted by 
News of the Railway World. 

Arrangements have been practically com- 
pleted whereby the Chicago and Alton will 
secure an additional outiet to St. Louis and 

Kansas City via Peoria. For years past the 

Aiton has run to Washington via its Lacon 

branch, within twelve miles of Peoria, 

but owmg to this uncompleted link 
has been unable to partécipate in the Peoria 
business, As a result the Lacon branch of 
the road has never been as profitable as if 
it had run out of its pocket at Washington. 

The construction of the uncompleted link has 

been contemplated for eome time past, but 

owing to the financial depression has never 
been undertaken. 
The Alton will now secure an outlet to 


ing a new line. An arrangement is now being 
perfected which will give the Alton the use of 
the tracks of the Toledo, Peoria and W estern 
(controlled by the Pennsylvania) from Wash- 
ington to Peoria, Arrangements are also be- 
ing completed which will give the Alton a di- 
rect outlet from Peoria to St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. By agreement with the Peoria and 
Pekin Union it will use ten miles of the latter’s 
tracks to Pekin and from Pekin it will find 
an outlet to Delavan for seventeen miles and 
to Lincoln on its main line of thirty-five 
miles by the Peoria, Decatur and Evansville 
railroad. These arrangements will give the 
» Chicago and Alton an additional direct line 
from Chicago to Kansas City. It will also 
make the shortest line between Chi- 
cago and Peoria, between Peoria and St. 
Louis, and between Kansas City and Peoria. 
By the new arrangement the Alton will also 
have adirect outlet from Peoria to the Kast 
by taking business over its own line to 
Streator, where connection is made with the 
Indiana, Illinois and Iowa railroad.. The lat- 
ter connects with every east-bound road from 
Chicago. 

That the new arrangement when perfected 
will prove of inestimable value to the Alton 
there can be nodoubt and it will make it 
quite a factor in the east-buund rate situa- 
tion. Branch lines which heretofore ended 
nowhere will become portions uf important 
through lines and will therefore speedily be- 
come paying properties. It is the intention 
of the Alton after the completion of the deal 
to run some of its through trains between 
Chicago and Kansas City via Peoria.

WHEAT GOING TO MISSOURI RIVER. 


Low Rates Made from Chicago to Re- 
plenish Exhaustéd Supply. 

At the meeting of the Western Freight As- 
sociation yesterday the question of rates on 
lumber from Minnesota points to association 
territory was referred to the Chairman. As 
regards divisions of fates east of Omaha or 
St. Paul on traffic between lowa points and 
the North Pacific coast it was agreed that 
percentage divisions. be the minimum with 
the local Mississippi River and Chicago rates 
as a maximum, request of a rate of 40 
cents to Chicago and 48 cents to the Missouri 
River on compressed wool from St. Paul was 
declined. 

At the meeting of tho Western and North 
western lines of the association it was agreed to 
make a rate of 124 cents per 100 pounds on 
vil cake, C. L., St. Paul and Minneapolis 
to Chicago. Arate of 15 cents was made 
on oil, coal, and carbon from Chicago to 
Duluth’ and Superior. Rates on packing- 
house product from interior pcints in lowa 
to Mississippi river points were advanced 144 
cents. The question of rates on flour from 
Duluth and Superior,to Mississippi Valley 
points was referred to a committee. 

Special action was taken regarding a de- 
mand for reduction in rate on.wheat from 
Chicago and St. Louis to Southwestern Mis- 
souri River points. The supply of wheat at 
the Missouri River has been exhausted, and 
the abnormal condition now prevails of ship- 
ping wheat backward to the points of nroduc- 
tion. In view of this condition of affairs it 
was agreed to reduce the rate on wheat from 
Chicago’ to Southwestern Missouri River 
points to 1344 cents per 100 pounds, and 
from St. Louis to 844 cents when shipped in 
carioads. This rate, which is only about oné- 
haif the regular rate, will remain in effect 
only until June 30.

CANADIAN PACIFIC BOYCOTTED. 


Eastern Trunk Lines Shut It Out of New 
York City. 

Notice was issued yesterday by the New 
York Trunk Line Association that with the 
close of business May 14 all ticket agents in 
New York and vicinity must cancel ail rates 
to points on or routed via the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway shown in New York Jojnt Tariff 
No. 32 and regular supplements thereto. This 
order virtually means a boycott of the 
Canadian Pacific by the Eastern trunk 
lines and prevent it from competing for im- 
migrant and other passenger traffic from New 
York. ‘The Canadian VWacific beadquarters 
found an outlet from New York by the New 
York Central, and the coalition between the 
two roads has been profitable to the Vander- 
bilt roads. Itis believed the Canadian Pa- 
cific refused to restore rates on immigrant 
traffic from Atlantic ports as required by 
the Eastern trunk lines, and as the North 
German Lioyd Steamship company was de- 
termined to meet the competition of the 
Canadian Pacific and Grand Trunk via Bal- 
timore, the trunk lines were forced to pre- 
vent the Canadian Pacific from competing 
for New York immigrant business and thus 
protect New York’s interest.

‘TO SAVE THEIR FEES. 


JUDGE CHETLAIN GIVES ATTORNEYS 
A OHANOE IN AN ODD OASE. 


The Lawyers Were to Get Half the Pro- 
ceeds in a Damage Suit Against the 
North Chicago Street Railway Company 
but the Man Settled on the Outside 
The Judge Allows the Suit to Be Pros. 
ecuted to the Finish=<Important Case 
Settled at Ottawa. 


An important decision in reference to 
lawyers’ fees in personal injury cases was 
made inthe Superior Court by Judge Chet- 
lain Monday in tne. case of Philip Kuby vs. 
the North Chicago Street railway company. 
About three years ago, while Kuby was driv- 
ing ‘the band wagon in a political parade, 
he was run into by a North Chicago grip 
car. The wagon was broken to pieces and 
Kuby’s leg was hurt 80 that, it is claimed, one 
foot dnd one ankle are several times their 
natural size and are nearly useless. While 
the suit was pending Kuby made a contract 
with his attorney, S. P. Douthart, by 
which he assigned to Douthart the 
whole of his cause of action against the rail- 
road company ip trust, Douthart and his 
associate, J. F. Waters. to prosecute the suit 
toa finisa, take half the proceeds for their 
fees and pay the other half to Kuby. Fifty 
dollars was advanced to Kuby by one of the 
attorneys to relieve his immediate neces- 
ities. Notice of the assignment was 
given to the railroad company, which 
afterwards mace a_ private. settlement 
with Kuby, paying him $1,000 and taking 
from him a release in full of all demands by 
reason of the accident. This got to the ears 
of Kuby’s attorneys and chey made a motion 
before Judge Chetlain for leave to amend the 
record so the suit should stand, ** Kuby, for 
the use of Douthart, vs. the Railroad Com- 
pany,’ so that it might be prosecuted 
to final judgment for the purpose 
of testing the validity of the settlement and 
ascertaining the amount of the fees of the 
attorneys. Judge Chetlain decided to follow 
the decisions of Judge Tuley in the recent 
case of Washington vs. Yancey and of Judge 
Stein in the case of Ackley vs. North Chicago 
Street Railroad Company and granied the mo. 
tion and set the case for an early trial. 


HE MAY HAVE TO CLOSE THE COURT. 


Marshal Arnold Says the Funds for Ex- 
penses Are Running Short. 

United States Marshal Arnold feurs that 
the Federal grand jury and District Court in 
this district may be adjourned for want of 
money. Such action was taken at Rochester, 
N. Y., and Des Moines, Ila, “Ihave suffi- 
cient funds to run the office at the present 
high pressure for only ten days,”’ said Mar- 
shal Arnold yesterday. **I have made a 
requisition on the Attorney-General for more 
funds, but I cannot expect an answer before 
next Monday. If the money is not forthcom- 
ing by that time I will be compelled to give 
notices to the Judges ofthe depletion. If the 
court of Rochester and Des Moines could not 
secure any funds it is not likely thatany dis- 
crimination will be made in my favor.”’ 


CiTY OF CHICAGO LOSES A CASE, 


Supreme Court. Decision Relative to Rights 
in Public Alleys. 

Ottawa, Ill., May 15.—The Supreme Court 
this morning handed down an opinion in the 
case of the City of Chicago against Samuel 
Gregston and Andrew Cummings in which 
the court again decides the appellees have 
rights in a publicalley. Gregston and Cum- 
mings were in September, 1890, ordered by 
the Chicago Commissioner of Public Works 
to vacate to the city a space beneath the 
alley in the rear of their premises on Dear- 
born street, the Commissioners going upon 
the theory that the alley was city property 
and could not be used for private purposes. 
Gregston and Cummings applied to the Cir- 
cuit Court for an injunction restraining the 
Commissioner from destroying the vault be- 
neath the alley and sought a decree giving 
them permanent possession. The injunc- 
tion was issued Sept. 29, 1890. Oct. 21, 1890, 
the city secured a dissolution of the injunc- 
tion and the complainants appealed to the 
Appellate Court, which sustained the court 
beiow. This decision was reversed by the 
‘Supreme Court and remanded with instruc- 
tions that the Circuit Court enter a decree 
against the city. The Circuit Court ruled in 
conformity with this court’s opinion and the 
city again appealed with the result noted 
above, sustaining their right against the 
city. 


Will Disposes of $165,000, 

The will of Sarah 8S. Brush, who died in New 
York April 29, was admitted to probate yester- 
day by Judge Kohlsaat. The estate was esti- 
mated at $165,000, all in personal property. It 
is divided equally between the heirs, Alice B, 
Moffatt, Marian B. Avery, and Emerson Brush, 
the children.

BILL THAT WOULD DEPRIVE THE 
OITY OF HEAVY REVENUES 


The Miller Police Court Measure’ Now on 
Its Third Reading in the House at 
Springfield Would if It Became a Law, 
Controller Wetherell Thinks, Cost the 
City $100,000°4 Year=Drainage Board 
Refuses to Accept the Proposition to 
Lease the Spoil Banks, 


There is ajprospect that during the ensuing 
” year the city will be obliged to pay the entire 
expenses of the police courts, which hereto- 
fore have proved a source of revenue. A bill 
now pending in the Legislature, introduced 
by Representative Miller of Cook County 
and said to be fathered by- Gov. Altgeld, 
promises to bring about this condition of af- 
fairs. The ll is now on its third reading in 
the House and is of such a sweeping nature 
as to make the entire reorganization of the 
police courts a necessity. The billis entitled 
“An act to abolish all costs, fees, and per- 
quisities in criminal and quasi-criminal pro- 
ceedings and in-prosecutions for violation 
of city or village ordinances and in all other 
proceedings in Which either a fine or impris- 
onment may follow a conviction, and also to 
prohibit all persons from demanding or re- 
ceiving money or other valuable thing in 
arly of the above proceedings and fixing a 
penalty: for so doing.” 

With the passage of this bill will come the 
ebolishment of all fees and costs connected 
with the trial of criminal or city cases that 
will affect all Justices of the Peace, and es- 
pecially the city in dépriving it of the costs 
in cases and the money received from special 
bail bonds, which, if the policy outlined by 

Controller Wetherell is carried out, will 
amount to many thousands of dollars more 
than ever derived from this source. It pre- 
vents a charge for a warrant and the collec- 
tion of a fee for the service of the same by a 
constable. A large percentage of the money 
taken on account of bail bonds during last 
year found its way into the pockets of the 
Police Justices and only St per cent of the 
fines imposed were collected by cash; never- 
theless the receipts from the various police 
courts amounted to $54,072, while the ex- 
penses were $45,707, still leaving a gain to 
the city’s account. With the proposition to 
increase the salaries of the Justices from 
$2,250 to $5,000 per year and oblige them to 
hold two sessions of court daily that the law 
might be complied with to give a prisoner an 
immediate hearing the cost to the city dur- 
ing the ensuing year will reach an enormous 


amount. 

Even after the action of the Governor on 
the selections of the Judges for Justices takes 
effect, the much discussed contracts be- 
tween the city and thé Police Justices can- 
not be drawn, for the financial position in 
which the city is placed will make an ap- 
propriation for the police courts almost an 
impossibility. Controller Wetherell in 
speaking of the bill said: 

“T can do nothing until final action is taken 
on the Miller bill, as contracts cannot be 
drafted for the new Police Justices to sign 
under the conditions that the billinclude. I 
hardly see how the city can afford to in- 
crease the salary of Police Justices when we 


been received from this source... I wili refer 
the matter to the Corporation Counsel. 
The passage of the bill,” concluded Con- 
troller Wetherell, “simply means that in- 
stead of the city making $50,000 out of the 
police courts, which, by judicious manage- 
ment I think could easily be done this year, 
the courts will cost over that amount, and 
this means a net loss to the city of over $100,- 
000, The bill will be brought to Mayor 
Swift’s attention today.”’ 


‘THINK THEY EARNED ALL FAVORS, 


Lieuts. Colleran’ and Ptacek’#Are Proud of 
Their Records, 

Lieut. Luke Colleran objects to being 
classed with’ Lieuts. William Howe and John 
Ptacek as a “‘dandy copper” and a police pet.

He was so badly in- 
jured that fourteen stitches had to be taken 
in his scalp, and he was laid up for nine 
months. When he got out he arrested the 
whole gang and had every one of them sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary. y 

Lieut. Join E. Ptacek of the Twenty-third 
Precinct says the allegations made against 
him in connection with Lieuts. Howe and 
Colleran are greatly exaggerated and do him 
an injuStice. Ptacek says he was promoted 
to sergeant in 1886 for bravery during the 

“street car riots of 1885, but during the Wash-

STREET RAILWAY SUIT AT AN ISSUE, 


City Railway Wants the McGann Compa- 
ny’s Dismissal. 

The case of the Chicago General railway 
and West and South Towns railway company 
against the Chicago City railway company 
will probably be heard upon its merits within 
ashort time. It is assigned to Judge Tuley. 
The answer just tiled admits that the McGann 
road leased the lines owned and operated by 
the West and South Town companies and has 
been operating them since July 22, 1894, 
butit denies that the rights and privileges 
which the ordinance granted the West and 
South Town company were ever transferred 
to the McGann road. According tothe 
answer, ifany such transfer has been made 
itis only a pretended ne, and is of no force 
or effect for the reason: that the rights 
80 attempted to be conferred by Sec. 13 of 
the ordinance were not in law capable of be- 
ing assigred or transferred. The trouble that 
arose over the attempt of the McGann people 
torun a car overthe T'wenty-second street 
line, east of the Twenty-second street bridge, 
is admitted. The defendant, however, up- 
holds its opposition by force on the ground 
that it had a perfect right to use force to pre- 
serve inviolate a right and privilege granted 
to it by the City Council. The defendant 
claims that the complainant’s charges are 
without color or right or law, and the court is 
asked to dismiss the bill. ° 


COUNCIL MUST HEAR THE EVIDENCE. 


Committee on Elections Sends Papers Back 
to the Parent Body.

Bizet’s .“L’Alesi- 
enne ’”’ suit was the orchestral number in the 
short introductory program. The orchestral 
selections throughout the festival have in 
the main been trivial in character and not up 
to the general tone of the balance of the pro- 
grams. The Boston Festival ©@rchestra sus- 
tains this branch of the undertaking. Some 
fifty musicians, mainly young performers, 
are comprised in the organization of which 
Emil Mollenhauer is director. In the mat- 
ter of accompaniments they have done some 
commendable work. But the volume of tone 
in the chorus, particularly on account of the 
dominance of women’s voices, has need of 
a fuller support.

Though not robust in physique, Miss Stein 
possesses a voice of remarkable power— 
mellow and sympathetic. In addition to 
these points she is possessed of a sense of 
the dramatic unusual in so young a singer. 
At the conclusion of her number Miss Stein 
was showered with flowers by the women of 
the chorus. By the time the scene was ended 
Miss Stein returned literally on a carpet of 
roses to sing the Habanera trom Carmen. 

The cast of‘Samson and Delilah” was dis- 
posed with Ben Davies and Mrs. Julia L.

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SOUTH CAROLINA IN ‘HOT WATER. 

Three months hence there is to be an elec- 
tion in South Carolina of delegates toa con- 
vention called to revise the Constitution of 
the State. The conseryative Democrats and 
the Tillmanites have been carrying on ne- 
gotiations for some time about a friendly 
division of the delegates and have been 
trying to reach an agreement as to some 
plan of disfranchising the colored voters, t2 
be made a part of the orgaaic law. 

Their consultations were disturbed rudely 
last week by the decision of Judge Goff of 
the United States Circuit Court that the 
registration laws of the State, which disfran- 
chise the blacks most effectually, and which 
it is known were passed for that purpose, 
are unconstitutional. He holds that those 
laws, with:their peculiar provisions about cer- 
tificates of registration, do prevent the 
plaintiff in the suit brought before him from 
exercising the rights of suffrage conferred 
upon and guaranteed to him not merely by 
the Constitution of the United States, but 
by that of the State of South Caroiina, which 
declares that that Constitution never shall 
be changed so as to deprive any citizen or 
any class of citizens of the United States 
who are entitled to vote of the right_to do so 
except as a punishment for crime. 

The Judge does not question the right ofa 
State to enact a registration law, but he does 
deny the right of a State to enact one in 
order to disfranchise indirectly a class of 
voters it does not dare to attempt to disfran- 
chise directly. As the State of South Caro- 
lina has by its legislation deprived citizens of 
privileges to which they are entitled by the 
Constitution of the United States and of the 
State that legislation is doubly unconstitu- 
tional. 

The Democratic-Populist Governor, Evans, 
is in sore distress over this decision, but he is 
not as belligerent in his remarks as he was a 
week ago. Hesays now that ‘‘we cannot 
nor have we the desire to resort to arms to re- 
sist this unjust decree.’’ This is certainly 
true, in part at least, but that cannot be said 
of his other statement that ‘“‘the people of 
South Carolina have always been law-abid- 
ing and respect the Constitution and the 
courts of the United States.’’ The Governor 
seems to have forgotten the nullification ordi- 
nance and the secession ordinance, or he is of 
the opinion that those measurés were evi- 
dences of the law-abiding spirit of the people. 

The Governor says the South Carolina 
whites will not resort to arms, but they will 
take an appeal to the Supreme Court and 
fight the question there. Thatis their right. 
They may abuse Judge Goff’s decision as 
much as they please provided they respect it 
as long as itis4n force. But it is not so cer- 
tain that they will respect the rights of the 
colored voters any more than they shave _in 
the past. The election for delegates to \the 
Constitutional convention will not be post- 
poned, and the Governor says he will not cail 
a special session of the Legislature in the 
meantime, for it can do nothing. No regis- 
tration laws will keep the colored voters from 
the polls, but it is not certain that they will 
present themselves there, 

The Governor says that the contest for the 
election of delegates must be ‘ta free, open 
fight.”’ What that means at the North is 
well understood. It may mean something 
very different in South Carolina. For the 
Governor urges the citizens—that is the whites 
—to see that ‘‘ white men, not white men 
with black hearts, nor negroes’’ control the 
convention. Those whom he addresses will 
take this to mean that colored men must not 
be allowed to vote, even if the shotgun has 
to be used to drive them from the polls, 
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THE BURDEN OF FOREIGN INDEBTED- 
‘ NESS. 

The intelligent Hinrichsen writes to the 
free silverites of Utah who have invited him 
to ‘honor with his presence ”’ the free silver 
convention to be held there that— 


Our financial distress is due mainly to the in- 
sufficiency of a metallic currency, which has 
compelled us to go abroad to sell our bonds, both 
public and private, until the amount of interest 
which we must transmit aunually to foreign 
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countries has become so great as to drain our re- 


sources to the starvation point, and this, too, at 
a time when our mines are capable of producing 
precious metals in such quantities as shouid place 
usin the position of creditors rather than of 
debtors. 

This is the same song Coin s'ngs, that 
the amount of foreign indebtedness is increas- 
ing so rapidly that it will be impossible soon 
to pay the interest, and the foreigners will 
foreclose and sell the United States out at 
Sheriff’s sale. 

There never was a time when the foreigu 
indebtedness of the United States, ‘as ¢om- 
pared with its developed resources and its 
conseq ient ability to pay principal and inter- 
est, was as light a burden as itis now. In 
proportion to its means the country was much 
deeper in debt at the close of the Revolution- 
ary War than it. is now. Its national foreign 
debt was less than fifty millions, but it seemed 
to be and was a tremendous debt. At the 
ciuse of the Rebellion the public and private 
foreign debt of the United States was a smali- 
er one, as measured by ability to pay, than it 
is now,

‘Mf indebtedness, owes more dollars on ac- 
count of public and private obligations than 
she did after the smash-up of her internal 
improvement system in the ’30’s, but her re- 
sources, public and private, are so infinitely 
greater now than they were sixty years ago 
that existing debts,. whether due to domeatic 
or foreign creditors, do not distress the State 
or the people. 
The United States is, all the time adding a 


point. 
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dollar to itg actual wealth for every dime, or 
less thana dime, it adds éo its foreign in- 
debtedness, and if currency-wreckers ( will 
keep their hands off the time will come when 
the United States will be a creditor natéon 
and the owners of its capital will be seeking 
investments for it in South American and Asi- 
atic countries. But the day when this is to be 
acreditor nation will ‘not be advanced by 
passing a law declaring that 50 cents’ worth 
of silver shall be the equivalent of 100 cents’ 
worth of gold in the payinent of debts. 
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BIMETALLISM=MISTAKES OF SMITH. 

Tux Trrpcune prints in another columna 
letter from one of the Smith family, who 
announces that, having read the coinage 
act of 1792 and applied to it the rules 
for construing statutes contained in his 
law books, he is “ firmiy of the opinion ”’ that 
Judge Vincent was mistaken in his decision 
that in 1792 gold and silver were made units 
of value in thé United States, and that Coin 
was not in error in saying that silver alone was 
made the unit. Mr. Smith is also “ firmly of 
the opinion”’ that this paper is in error when 
it indorses the decision in question. 

Who shall decide when doctors disagree?” 
Smith, who is a lawyer, saya that in his 
opinion the law of 1792 provides for a single 
standard, the same being silver. Judge Vin- 
cent, also a lawyer, is of the opinion that that 
law provided for a double standard and a 
bimetallic currency. Hamilton, who was an 
able lawyer in his day and who had so much to 
do with the passage of the mint act, went to his 
grave in the belief that a donble standard had 
been estabWshed. Jefferson, who was a law- 
yer, and perhaps as good a one as Smith, was 
convinced that the legislation of 1792 created 
a double standard. He took a special inter- 
estin the subject because when serving in 
the Congress of the Confederation he had 
leaned toward the single silver standard. But 
when he was in Washington’s Cabinet as Sec- 
retary of State, at the head of a department 
to which the mint was attached for some 
years, he was a bimetallist—a gold and silver 
man. The passages quoted by Judge Vin- 
cent, in which Jefferson expresses his concur- 
rence with Hamilton’s views in favor of bi- 
metallism, are conveniently ignored by Smith. 

Law books say that in endeavoring to as- 
certain the meaning of a statute fhe ‘*con- 
tem poraneous exposition ’’ should be heeded. 
The eminent counsel who have been arguing 
the income tax cases before the Supreme 
Court did not neglect that advice and they 
went deep into the history of that constitu- 
tional provision on which the controversy 
turned. Smith says he has read the statute 
of 1792, but has not ‘‘studied up the history 
of the case as closely as has Judge Vincent.” 
He is of the opinion that what Hamilton and 
other statesmen said at the time of thé pas- 
sage of the act is of noconsequence. Hedis- 
regards the ‘‘contemporaneous exposition ’’ 
altogether. Either he is greater and wiser 
than his law books—or he has not read them 
with care, 

Mr. Smith says Hamilton’s report with 
Jefferson’s backing recommending the adop- 
tion of a bimetallic standard was disregarded 
by Congress. Yet there is nota word in the 
debates to that effect. There is no commit- 
tee report recommending that the plan of 
the Secretary of the Treasury ana of the Sec- 
retary of State be emasculated in a vital 
Here is where Smith’s ignorance of 
history plays havoc with his argument. He 
may not know that Hamilton was the leader 
of the Federalists and that Jefferson was the 
chief of the Democratic-Republicans, He 
certainly is not aware of the control these 
two men exercised over their followers in the 
Senate and House. If he were he would see 
the absurdity of his assumption that a recom- 
mendation of the heads of the two parties 
was ignored with unanimity and withouta 
word being said about it. When Hamilton 
and Jefferson pulled together Congress did 
what they recommended, 

Hamilton and his colleague proposed the 
adoption of a double standard. That there 
might be such a standard there had to be a 
ratio of values of the two metals—gold and 
silver—agreed on. Hamilton suggested the 
ratio of 15to 1. That Congress adopted the 
ratio, Smith does not deny. But in adopting 
the ratio, it adopted the double standard. If 
goid was not madea legal tender why was 
Sec. 11 enacted? Why were the weights 
of eagies and half and quarter eagles fixed in 
Sec, 9 as so many units of value, to be ex- 
actly one-fi fteenth of the same value in pure 
silver? And ifthe silver doilar was the sole unit 
of value, how did Jefferson come to disregard 
itin 1805 and suppress its coinage, leaving 
the country without any physical units of 
value? And why did all succeeding Presi- 
dents, up to Jackson's time, enforce his sup- 
pression of the silver dollar? 

And why did Congress overweight silver 
dollars relative to gold in the act of 18384, so 
that they were worth 2 or 3 cents more vom- 
mercially as bullion than they were as debt- 
paying money? This legislation remained 
undisturbed for forty years, or till 1873. 
Was silver the sole standard of values during 
that period? Coin says it was. Every one 
knows that during that period there was nomi- 
nally a double standard and actually a sin- 
gie gold standard. Was not silver demone- 
tized practically by the act of 1873, which 
eut down the gold dollar slightly? But that 
act did not in words make gold the standard. 
It did not make gold a legal tender for the first 
time. It was unnecessary, for goid had been 
one of the standards of value since 1792. It 
was the sole one after 1834, for all debts 
were contracted on the basis of 100-cent 
gold doilars and not of 102-cent non-existent 
silver dollars, and they were paid in the 
former. 

It is doubtful whether he has read the stat- 
ute he attempts to construe. He speaks only 
of the ninth section, which gives the ‘‘denom- 
inations, values, and descriptions’’ of the 
coins which were to be struck. He does not 
refer to the eleventh section of the act, which 
reads as follows: 


The proportional value of gold tosilver in all 
coins which shall, by law, be current as money 
within the United States shall be as fifteen to 
one, according to quantity in weight of pure gold 
or pure silver; that is to say, every fifteen pounds 
weight of pure silver shall be of equal value in 
all payments with one pound weight of pure 
gold, and so in proportion as to greater or less 
quantities of the respective metals. 


One of the rules for construing statutes is 
that it shall be taken as a whole and not 
piecemeal, and that it shall be so construed as 
to give due effect to every section. Mr. Smith 
violated all the rules of construction by leaving 
out of consideration this vital section which 
determines the proportional values of gold 
and silver in order to have a double standard. 
It was inserted for no other purpose, There 
could be no other. Had silver been the sole 
unit of value it would have been unnecessary 
to say that every fifieen pounds weight of 
pure coined silver should have the same debt- 
paying power asa pound of gold. The units 
of value, therefore, were goid and silver at a 
certain ratio. One ounce of gold when 
coined extinguished as much debt as did fif- 
teen ounces of silver. 

Smith has considerabie to say about 
‘‘money ’’—to the effect that nothing was 
legal tender except “ money,” that the metals, 
silver and gold, were the materials from 
which money could be coined and that unless 
coined they are not noney—i. e., legal tender 
coins endowed with the power of paying 
debts, etc. Nowasgold is named first as 


‘ 
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| money “to be struck and coined” in Sec. 9, 


and both metals are named as money, both 
were made legal tenders and became 
‘‘money”’ according to Smith's definition. 
The relative weights and values of the gold 
and silver coins are fixed in Secs. 9 and 11 of 
the mint act. This alone is abundant proof 
that it was the intention of the Congress of 
1792 to establish bimetallism. 

This Lawyer Smith who sets himself up as 
wiser than Hamilton and Jefferson disregards 
the eleventh section of the law and says silver 
was the sole standard of value because the 
‘* dollars or units’’ were made of silver. The 
reason why that was done is apparent. The 
gold dollar, it was thought, would be too 
small, That proved to be the case afterwards, 
when those tiny dollars were coined and the 
mint stopped making them. It was decided 
that a quarter-eagle was a small enough gold 
coin. 

Notwithstanding the lack of a physical gold 
dollar the framers of the law of 1792 
were firmly of the opinion that they had 
founded their currency on a ,bimetallic basis 
on the ratio by weight of fifteen grains of 
silver to be the money equal for paying debts 
of one grain of gold; and a gold eagle of ten 
money units was to have the debt-paying 
power of ten silver dollars each of 371% 
grains of pure silver. It was clearly under. 
stood, as shown by the plain language of the 
section and also Sec. 11,. that there was 
to be a double standard and the two sets of 
coins were to be tied together by the estab- 
lishment of a certain ratio, They assumed 
that 24%¢ grains ef gold and 371% grains of 
silver. were of equal commercial value 
at that time, and that hypothesis was 
the “basis of their currency system, 
But they did not say that 3711/ grains of sil- 
ver was the sole unit of values, There was a 
goid unit, though it was uncoined, just as 
under the confederation there was a silver 
unit, though it had no coined dollar to em- 
body it. 

If the ninth section of the act of 1792 had not 
had a word about silver and had not said what 
metal the ‘dollars or units” were to. be made 
of the country would have had a gold and 
& copper currency only, but there would not 
have been the least question as to the value 
of any of those coins, Thus it is evident that 
silver was not the sole standard of value. 
Gold and silver were the standards. The goid 
coins were for the larger payments and the sil- 
ver for the little ones, It was expected both 
would circulate, for it was believed that the 
ratio on which the double standard was based 
was a correct one. It proved not to be and 
the undervalued gold left the country. Ata 
later day the undervalued silver did the same. 

Mr. Smith has made two mistakes. He 
has not read the whole mint act and has not un- 
derstood what he did read. And he has dis- 


regarded utterly what the framers and the ad- 


ininistrators of the law had to say on that 
subject during half a century. 

PURGING THE ILLINOIS DEMOCRACY. 

The Douglas County free silverites an- 
nounced at their convention last week that 
every man who did not subscribe to their 
creed ought to be kicked out of the party. It 
appears that they spoke by the card and that 
the program they favor isto be carried out 
as soon as Hinrichsen’s convention has‘ met 
and bas repudiated formally the national 
platform on the-currency question and adopt- 
ed the Populist one instead. When that has 
been done and the majority of the party in 
thig State has cut loose from the national 
Democracy and from the Democracy, in 
neighboring States, not one of which appar- 
ently is going to follow Altgeld, Hopkins, 
and Hinrichsen, there is to be a thorough 
reorganization of the State Central commit- 
tee and also of the county‘committees. They 
are to be purged of honest money Democrats, 
so that it will be possible, having the absolite 
control of the political machinery throughout 
the State, to send asolid free silver delega- 
tion of forty-eight men to the national con- 
vention next year. 

This policy of purging the com mittees is to 
be carried Out ih Cook ag thoroughly as in 
the other counties. All the members of the 
present County committee who have said a 
word against free coinage or whose senti- 
ments are in doubt have been spotted and will 
lose their places un!ess they come out speedily 
with an acceptable confession of unlimited 
faith in silver. 

More than this, a test oath is to be required 
of all whotry to vote at a Democratic pri- 
mary or to attend as delegates a Democratic 
convention. They will be called on to swear 
that they believe that the ratio of 16 tol is 
divinely inspired, If they refuse they-will be 
told they are not Democrats and must clear 
out. The members of the Iroquois club and 
of the Honest Money League, and all other 
Democrats who may refuse to say they are 
in favor of 50-cent dollars, will be read out 
of the party. Hopkins and the 477 men who 
voted at the recent primaries will put them 
out and keep them out till they repent. 

This is indeed a pleasing program. The 
process of carrying it out.in this city and in 
the State will be watched by outsiders with 
considerabie interest. The plan of ramming 
a creed down the throats of members of the 
party has not been tried since the day when 
it was sought to make the Kansas-Nebraska 
bill a test of party loyalty. The attempt was 
far from beinga success, even though men 
were greater partisans then than now and 
clung more fondly to their. party. The men 
who refused the test oath in 1856 became 
Republicans. so will those to whom one is 
tendered in 1896. 

There is, however, one material. difference 
between then and now. Then the majority of 
the party throughout the State was ready to 
take the pledge. Not so now, however. It 
will be entertaining to see the 477 freo sil- 
verites of Chicago administering the 16 to 2 
oath to the 20,000 German Democrats if 
this city and to the other honest money Der}- 
ocratsy and kicking them put when they ¢o 
not take it.

THE report Ppor Commissioner of Indig 
Affairs for 1894 speaks inost encouragingly 
of the educational work during the year. It 
has been carried on along fine lines—viz. : 
non-reservation training schools, reservation 
boarding schools, and reservation day schools, 
all under government control; contract 
schoais, both on and off reservations, under 
superVision of religious societies; and public 
schools, belonging to the respective State 
systems of education. Although last year’s 
appropriations were much less than those of 
the preceding year, the report shows a small 
aggregate iricrease in the entire school en- 
roliment, with more than twice as great an 
increase in the average attendance. One of 
the most interesting features of the statement 
in this connection is that the largest gain has 
been made among the Navajoes, Hitherto 
the Navajoes have paid little attention to 
education, although the government has for 
years appealed to\them to send their children 
to school. Now they are appealing to the gov- 
ernment to build schools for them. The 
change has grown out of the reporte made by 
fifteen of these Indians after their visit to the 
Chicago Exposition: One of these reports 
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started from home we saw farms all the way. 
They don't lay around in the sun. There lots of 
white people work all the time fora living. I 
never dreamed of what Isaw there. Now I have 
seon it. Coming back I never slept for thinking 
of it. You should let your children go to school. 
No difference how much you love them, better 
let them go to school. I bave wished a thousand 
times since 1 came back that I was a boy so I! 
could put myself in school. I have put two 
children in, and a neighbor has put one in. 

This is only one more illustration of the 
silent but forcible influences of the beautiful

MISTAKES OF SMITH. 


BROUGHT TO LIGHT THROUGH GIS 
ORITIOISMS OF VINCENT. 


A Chicago Lawyer Undertakes to Riddle 
the Opinion of the Arbitrator in the 
Recent Hopkins-Forrest Dispute — De- 
nies that Bimetallism Was Adopted by 
the Mint Act of 179%=<—Labored Argu- 
ment to Prove an Untruth and Ke- 
fute the Plain Record of Fact. 


Chicago, May 10.—{Editor of The. Tribune. }— 
I read in Tue Trrpune of yesterday an “opinion” 
by William A. Vincent upon a question submitted 
tohim involving a construction of certaia sec- 
tions of the coinago actof 1792-—-the question 
being whotiier under that statute both gold and 
silver: coins were mado ‘‘units’’ of value in the 
United St: ates or whether silver only was made 


such ‘* unit. 

In Tue TRIBUNE of today I notice an editorial 
laudatory of the opinion, claiming that it is 

‘au exhaustive and plain ing rey > of 
the case,” and ‘is to the offpct that ‘Coin’ 
hed in clanunme that silver was the unit 
of value from 1792 to 1873.” Now Ihave not 

read “Coin,” and hence do not know what he 
may have stated. but if his statement is (as l 
infer) that ‘‘silver only was made the unit of 
value by the act of 1792,’ then I say he has 
made no misstatement in that respect. 

THe TRIBUNE editorial says: “Judge Vincent 
has carefully studied the history of the case,” 
and then proceeds to state what the Judge found 
Secretary Hamilton to have said in respect to 
the subject of coinage. While !' have not prob 
ably as “carefully stadied up the history of 
the case”’ as has Judge Vincent, yot I have read 
the statute in question, and am firmly of the 
opinion that Judge Vincent and Tue TRIBUNE 
are mistaken. “Coin” is right and they ale 
wrong. 

I would spend no time in an effort to set THE 
TRIBUNE right upon this question were it not for 
the fact that a large number of people—in fact 
the maszes—have to opportunity to investigate 
this matter for themselves and are compelled to 
rely upon statements of our leading newspapers 
in respect to this subject. I disiike to see the 
people, who, as I gay, are forced to rely upon 
newspapers for their informauon of what the 
law of 1792 in fact was, misled. 

Of course I do not wish to be understood as 
thinking that Tug TRIBUNE wou'!d intentionally 
mislead its readers in respect to any matter of 
fact—it is acase in my judgment of *‘ the blind 
attempting to lead the blind.”” Acareful perusal 
of the law and my comments thereon will, I think, 
enable both Judge Vincent and THe TRIBUNE to 
gee things a little more nearly as they in fact are. 

I will tirst call attention to the provision of the 
Constitution of the United States, wherein it is 
provided that: ‘Congress shall bave power . 

to coin money, regulate the value thervof, and 
of foreign coin.” 

Noither gold nor silver previous to its coinage 
in posenance. of law, and before the value of shch 
coin is fixed by the laws of Congress, has any 
value whatev veras money. Congress having the 
power to “coin money and regulate the value 
thereof,’’ proceeded to exercise that power by an 
act known as the coinage act of 172, Sec. 9 of 
which act reads as follows: 

“There shall be from time to time struck and 
coined at the said mint coins of goid, silver, and 
copper of the following denominations, vaiues, 
and descriptions—viz.: Eagles—each to be of the 

value of $10 or units, and to contaiu at grains 
and four-cighths of a grain of pure or 2 q 70 grains 
of standard gold; ha:f eagles—each to be of the 
value of $5 or units, and to contain 1233 grains 
and six-eighths of a grain of pure or 135 grains 
of standard gold; quarter eagies—each to be of 
the value of #$2.50, and to contain 61 
grains and seven- -eighths of a grain 
of pure |what?] or 67 grains and 
four-eighths of a grain of standard gold; dollars 
or units—each to ve of the value of a Spanish 
milied dollar, as the same is no~ current, and to 
contain 371 grains and four-sixteenths of 
a grain of pure or 416 grains of standard silver; 
haif dollars—each to be of half the vaiue of the ' 
dollaror unit, and to'contain 185 grains and 
ten-sixteenths of a grain of pure or 208 grains of 
standard silver; quarter doliars—each to be of 
one-foufth the vaiue of the dollar or unit. and to 
contain 92 grains and three-sixteenths of a 
grainof pureor 104 grainsof standard silver; 
dimes—each to be of the value of one-tenth of a 
doliar or urit, and to contain 37 grains and two- 
sixteenths of agrainof pureor 41 grains and 
three-fifths of a grain of standard siiver; half 
dimes—exach to be of the value of one-twentieth 
ofadollar and tocontain 18 grains and nine- 
sixteenths of agrainof pure or 20 grains and 
four-fifths of a grain of standard siiver; cents— 
each to be of the value of one-hundredth part of

oo r; halfcents—each to be of tbe value of 

acent and to contain five and one-half 
oD eA of copper.”’ 

Before procseding to call attention to the 
wording of this statute let us notice the well es- 
tablished principle of law to be applied in the 
construction of statutes. In Neweil vs. The Peo- 
ple, 7th N. Y., 9-97, Johnson, J., said: 

‘Whether we are considering an agreement 
between parties, a statute, or a constitution, with 
a view to its interpretation, the thing which we 
are to seek is the thought which it expresses. 
To ascertain this the first resort in all 
cases is to the natural significaton of 
the words employed in the order of gram- 
matical arrangement in which the framers 
of the instrument have >laced them. «If thus re- 
garded the words embody a definite meaning, 
which involves no absurdity and uo contradic- 
tion between different parts of the same writing, 
then that meaning apparent on the face of the in- 
strument is the one which alone we are at liberty 
to say was intended to be conveyed. In such a 


which the words declare is the meaning of the 
instrument, and neither courts nor Legisiatures 
have a right to add to or take away from that 
meaning.” 

The Supreme Court of the United States in sec- 
ond Cranch, 358, lays down the following as the 
rule to be observed in the cunstruction of stat- 
utes: 

“When a law is plain and unambiguous, 
whether it be expressed in genera! or limited 
terms, the Legisiature Should be inteaded to 
mean what they have plainly expressed; and 
consequently, no room is left for construction.” 

Judge Cooley in his learned work, “ Consti- 
tutional Limitations,”’ says: 

Possible or even probable meanings, when 
one is plainly deciared in the instrument itself, 
the courts are not at liberty to search for else- 
where.”’ 

ln conformity with these well-established rules 
of law we are to determine what Congress did in 
respect to the coinage of mouey and regulating 
the value thereof. not from our knowledge of 
what Secretary Hamiitton or any otaer person 
recommended it to do, but from the act itself 
and the plain and unambiguous words therein 
us 

And right here is where Judge Vincent and 
Tak TripUNE make their mistake. The Judge 
proceeds to ascertain by a* careful study of the 
report of Hamiiton what he recommended Con- 
gress to do, and, finding that Hamiiton recom- 
mended a gold “unit”’ as well as a silver 
* unit,’ assumed that Congress conformed its ac- 
tion to the recommendation, and thereupon the 
Judge determines twat Congress by the act iu 
question established both a gold and a siiver 

‘unit’ of value. The Judge shouid bave exam- 
ined the statute more carefully and paid less at- 
tention to Hamilton's report. 

Bearing in mind the ruies of law above re- 
ferred to let us examino this section of the stat- 
ute. Using the words employed in the ‘ Fag rian 
signification’’ we find init no “ absurdity.”

Rickard, Convicted of Treason, as Brit- 

ish Subjects—should This Be Denied 

John Bull, It Is Feared, May Pursue 

His Nicaraguan Tactics and Enforce 
‘His Demands by Armas, 

Honolulu, May 8, via San Francisco, Cal., 

May 15.—The decision of Lord Kimberley re- 

garding Great Britain’s position on the ques- 

tion of citizenship and protection to those 

concerned in the recent uprising has just 

been received in the cases of Walker and 
Rickard, convicted of treason. According 
to this! decision Walker and Rickard are 
looked upon as citizens of Great Britain and 
subject to protection from that country. 

The decision is particularly interesting on 
account of the letter recently received from 
Secretary Gresham, which indicates a policy 
directly opposed to that of Great Britain. 
Walker and Rickard are naturalized citizens 
of Hawaii and took the oath of allegiance. 

Walker and Rickard have sworn that when 
they took the oath of allegiance to Hawaii 
the King told them it would not‘affect their 
British citizenship, the British Commission- 
er coinciding with this statement. The dis- 
patch of the Earl of Kimberley simply states 
that Rickard and Walker must be protected 
as British subjects. 

The Hawaiian oath of allegiance is as fol- 
lows: 

Every foreigner so maturalized shall be deemed 

~ ¢o all intents and purposes a native of the Ha- 
waiian Islands: be amenable only to the laws of 
this kingdom and to the authority and control 
thereof; be entitled te the protection of the said 
jaws, and be no longer amenable to his native 
sovereign while residing in this kingdom nor en- 
titled to resort to his native country for protec- 
tion or intervention. He shall be amenable for 
every such resort to the pains and penalties an- 
nexed to rebellion by the criminal code. 

The Earl of Kimberley’ decision setting at 
naught this law has been made without 
asking for the Hawaiian Government's de- 

: cision. The remainder of the decision is a 
matter of much doubt. In view of the ac- 
tion of Great Britain in the matter of Nic- 
aragua it is feared the British may proceed 
to extreme measures without submitting the 
matter to argument or arbitration. If this 
course should be taken the republic may be 
asked to release Rickard and Walker and 
pay a large indemnity at once or it will be 
threatened with fercible occupation. If 
there should be a forcible occupation it 
would unquestionably be followed by insur- 
rection and bloodshed, as the natives would 
believe it meant nothing but the forcible 
restoration of the ex-Queen. ae 

While the dispatch of the Earl of Kimber- 
jey simply stated that Rickard and Walker 
must be protected as British subjects, it 
goes no further and makes no indication of 
the step which will be taken, It is under- 
stood the government will not admit fora 
moment that these men are British subjects 
and will accept the consequences. 

The government would leave this matter 
to arbitration as a final resort, but will not 
yield in any other way. 

In the archives of the Interior Office have 
been recently found written applications of 
Walker and Rickard requesting that they 
be allowed to become naturalized. These 
documents convict them of falsehood and 
may close up the discussion. 

Minister Hatch has handed Minister Willis 
his answer in regard to the recall of Thurs- 
ton. It is a lengthy document and makes a 
general denial of the charges against the 
Hawaiian Minister and the latter’s course 
is upheld in every particular. Gresham is 
informed that Thurston will not be returned 
to Washington, but it does not name his 
successor.

After June 1 the Offices at Washington

of the Columbian Exposition, and the offices 
now used in this city will be closed. All the 
names of exhibiters to whom medals or cer- 
tificates were awarded have been furnished 
the Treasury Department, and the work of 
distributing now rests upon the shoulders of 
the Director of the Mint and the Chief of the 
Bureau of Engraving oend (Printing. 
Out of the 65,000 exhibiters at tiv 
Columbian Exposition only about  one- 
third received. awards, ana the consequence 
bas been unlimited kicking from the other 
40,000 who were unsuccessful. In discuss- 
ing this subject today one of the members of 
the Board of Award said: ‘‘ Every one ac- 
quainted with expositions knows the Awards 
Bureau to be the most difficult to manage. 
The best things.in every industry are brought 
together, and while all may be good there are 
still degrees of excelience more or less 
marked in the deveiopment. of .the arts and 
sciences. Those exhibiters who know their 
displays were good enough to get into the 
Columbian Exposition beiieved there must be 
something wrong in withholding from them the 
recognition and honors to which they consid- 
ered they were eftitled. But everybody could 
not get a medal or diploma and some had to 
be disappointed. In consequence they have 
mude themselves miserable and other people 
unhappy by their complaints of injustice, and 
have been on the alert to seize every oppor- 
tunity to have what they cajl justice done 
them by some new court or power. If an ap- 
peal bad been considered in one-tenth of the 
cases in which they were presented to the 
judges, who have scattered to the four quar- 
ters of the globe, a finality would have been 
impossible. Exhibiters should accept these 
judgments in thesame spirit of frank fair 
piay with which the decisions of an umpire 
are accepted in sport or of the arbitrator in 
matters of business.”’

DEPAUW TO LOSE ITS PRESIDENT. 


J.P. D. John Resigns, to Take Effect Sept. 
I1—May Change the Name. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 15.—|Special. ]—Af- 
fairs of Depauw University at Greencastle, 
Ind., have reached another crisis. President 
J. P. D. John resigned today and his resigna- 
tion was accepted by the trustees. During 
his six years at the head of Depauw Presi- 
dent John was much handicapped by what 
he termed ‘old fogy’’ restrictions. He was 
about the. only man of broad attainments 
and popular ideas of education who ever 
stood at the head of Depauw University. 
The trustees are Indiana ministers who were 
unable to see the benefit of many of Presi- 
dent John’s ideas regarding the system 
which he has contended should prevail at 
Depauw. Dr. C. N. Sims, the Methodist 
preacher who recently came to the Meridian 
Street Church here, was singled out as the 
best man for chancellor of the university, 
an office made vacant by the resignation 
of the veteran Bishop Bowman, and with 
President John’s resignation comes the news 
that Dr. Sims will decline to accept the 
chancellorship. Dr. Sims offered to accept 
if President John would withdraw his resig- 
nation, but the President’s mind could not 
be turned. The report is current that the 
trustees may reconvert Depauw University 
into a plain academical college and resume 
its old name of Asbury University. This 
could only be done by returning to the De- 
pauw estate the money advanced by Wash- 
ington C. Depauw and resigning all claim on 
the estate for endowment. Depauw intended 
that the university should have $1,000,000 
endowment, but only a small part has ever 
been received. This is owing to the tangled 
affairs of the estate since the senior Depauw 
died and the dissipation of a large amount 
of the wealth left by the great glass manu- 
facturer. President John will remain with 


Depauw until Sept. 1. \

TO. DISCUSS 16 TO 1. 


PROF. LAUGHLIN AND W. H. HARVEY 
WILL DEBATE FREE OOINAGE, 


Wording of the Question Has Been Agreed 
Upon, and the Discussion Will Take 
Place in the Assembly Room of the Ili- 
nois Club Tomorrow Evening—Reports 
Will Be Published and Scattered Broad- 
cast=Others Will Talk to the Resolution 
«Other Political News, 


The joint debate on the silver question be. 
tween Prof. J. Laurence Laughlin of the 
University of Chicago and W. H. Harvey, au- 
thor of **Coin’s Finaucial Schoo!,”’ will take 
place at 8 o’clock tomorrow evening at the 
Iilinois club, No, 154 Ashland boulevard. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in 
the wording of the resolution to be debated so 
as to be satisfactory to both parties. Prof. 
Laughlin first offered to debate either 
one of two propositions. One was that 
there was a searcity of gold, and the 
other that the scarcity of gold was 
the cause of the decline in prices since 
1873. Mr, Harvey declined to debate either 
of them, but offered to debate the proposition 
that silver was the unit of value from 1792 
to 1873. Prof. Laughlin refused to debate 
that proposition and offered to debate an- 
other, which Mr. Harvey accepted, and which 
is as follows: 

Resolved, That the United States should at 
once enter upon the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of l6 to 1 independently of the action of 
any other nation. 

The agreement is that Mr. Harvey shall 
speak an hourin the affirmative and Prof. 
Laughlin an hour and thirty minutes in the 
negative, and Mr. Harvey havethirty minutes 
fora rejoinder. This will consume the time 
until 11 o’clock, but it is apparently the in- 
tention to continue the debate untii Saturday 
morning, as invitations to speak have been 
extended to the following persons: W. T. 
Baker, W. A. Vincent, H. H. Kohisaat, C. S. 
Darrow, 8S. P. McConneil, Charles Shackel- 
ford, H. S. Taylor, Sigmund Zeisler, Harry 
Selfridge, J. V. Farwell, and W. P. Nixon. 

The debate will take place in the assembly 
room of the club, whieh accommodates barely 
400 people. But there have been 600 invi- 
tations sent out, including the 380 members 
of the club and 100 persons named by ‘the 
two disputants. The remaining 120 guests 
wiil be the leading bankers and political econ- 
omists of the city. Dr. Homer M. Thomas, 
himself a lifelong student of the currency 
and of the silver question in particular, will 
preside. The club will employ its own stenog- 
rapher, and the stenographic report of the de- 
bate will be published in pamphiet form 
under club auspices and circulated all over 
the United States. 

The first annual debate between the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and Lake Forest Univer- 
sity will take place tomorrow evening in the 
theater of Kent Laboratory, University of 
Chicago. Chicago will affirm and Lake For- 
est deny ‘‘That free coinage of silver in the 
United States at the ratio of 16 to 1 is .de- 
sirable.”’ The silver wing will be repre- 
sented by Julius Karper, L. B. Vaughn, 
President of the American League of Repub- 
lican clubs, and J. N. Hughes. The ‘‘sound 
money’ advocates will be C. G. Smith, A. D. 
Coulter, and J. N. Hakins. 

Ex-Gov. John M. Hamilton will preside, 
and Judge H. V. Freeman, Judge Orrin N. 
Carter, and: Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson 
will act as judges. The University of Chi- 
cago Oratorical Association has also ar- 
ranged for annual debates with the Univer- 
sities of Michigan, Iowa, and Wisconsin. 


BOLT AGAINST WARNER AND SIBLEY., 


California’s Silver League Wants a New 
Platform and Another Candidate. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 15.—Instead of 
the great results for free coinage aimed at, 
the visit to California of A. J. Warner of 
Ohio and Congressman Joseph C. Sibley of 
Pennsylvania, named by that organization 
for President in 1896, has apparently been 
productive of opposite effect. The effect is 
the flat secession of the State Silver League 
from Warner's national organization. The 
trouble was caused by the attempt of War- 
ner and several Congressmen enthusiastic 
for silver to make Sibley the Presidential 
candidate of the white metal party in the 
next campaign. The expressions of antag- 
onism toward Warner's booming of Sibley 
were so many and so loud that a meeting,of 
the Executive committee was called at Los 
Angeles. The entire matter was submitted 
to a subcommittee of five to report upon it. 
The report, which has been prepared, char 
acterizes the members of the Sibley caucus 


party nomination for President of t 
United States,’’ and ‘‘seeking a division 
the bimetallic party by a wrongful use of 
party machinery to force indorsement of the 
said candidate.’ It plainly insinuates that 
the Warner-Sibley plan of advocating silver 
is dishonest, and says Mr. Sibley’s adherents 
are “‘evading’a vital issue,’’ and that they 
straddle- the national bank question by pre- 
tending to give the general government the 
exclusive control over the issue and volume 
of paper money, when in truth their plat- 
form can be fully complied with by leaving 
the issue and the volume of paper money 
wholly in the hands of the national banks. 
‘The committee recommended the adoption 
of some Plainly worded resolutions con- 
demning Warner and Sibley and appealing 
to sister States to organize like the Califor- 
nia league and to protest against the cau- 
cus method, and calling for a national con- 
vention of State leagues to meet at St. Louis 
March 16, 1896, to nominate candidates for 
President and Vice-President.

over to him some of the letters received mak- 
ing inquiries about these bogus locations, and 
it is possible the correspondence is still in 
your office. . I believe nothing was done at 
that time to apprehend and if possible to: put 
a stop to this business, which in my opinion 
is injurious to Texas, causing, as it naturally 
should, a lack of confidence in land titles. 

‘* The only reply that this office could make 
to the persons making inquiries about these 
landa is that they have been swindled and the 
locations are bogus and do not exist. Iam 
also informed that a niimber of deeds con. 
veying these lands have been recorded in Tom 
Green County, 

“The matter is submitted to you for such 
action as you may deem proper to take in the 
premises, I do not hesitate to say that in my 
opinion it is having a bad effect upon the 
land titles of Texas and should be promptly 
checked if there is any possible way to ac- 
complish it. If it was but one or two that 
have been duped in the manner indicated it 
might be passed over, but where it is develop. 
ing in such frequent instances something 
should be done at once.” 

Swindle Carried On in Chicago. 


Chief Badenoch placed the matter in the 
hands of peames Shea, and Detectives Al. 
exander and Elliott of the Central Station 
were detailed to work on the case. The offi- 
cers found that the swindle had been carried 
on in Chicago to a large extent, but that Ke- 
nosha was the headquarters for the opera- 
tions. A little overa month ago J. Stough, 
No. 6003 Halsted street, made a deal by 
which it is said he lost about $12,000. He 
owned improved property at No, 6011 Mor- 
gan street and No. 6835 E:izabeth street. He 
traded this property for lands in Presidio 
County, Tex., alleged to have been 
owned by a Thomas M. Bell of Ara- 
paho County, Colo. The deeds purported 
to have been executed in Kenosha 
and were certified to by W. N. Cowell, who is 
a notary public, The transactions were made 
in this city through Jackson Taylor,a real 
estate agent, although it is thought he had 
no knowledge of the swindle. Abstracts rep- 
resented to have come from the Recorder’s 
office in Presidio County were furnished and 
thedeul was completed.- The officers who 
are working on the case now say they have 
proof that Thomas Bell is a fictitious person 
and that the whole transaction was perpe- 
trated by Cowell, iheiands described in the 
abstract are located as represented, but the 
ownership was not and no real title was con- 
veyed, 

William Briggs, No. GO19 Green street, is 
ahother of Cowe'l’s alleged victims, He 
made a similar deal by which he lost a house 
and lot at Thirty-fourth street and Western 
boulevard, this city. a house and lotin Kansas 
City, and ntifteen lots in La Grange, Wyo. 
The property involved in the transaction, he 
says, is worth $15,000. 

The operations of Cowell extend bazk for 
several year-, but as yet the police are unable 
totell how great the alleged swindle has been. 
It is known thatin 1889 T. M. Edwards, who 
was connected with the firm of Shields & 
Cook in the Reaper Block. invested $2,000 
in the Texas property. but never possessed a 
good title. The officers have been trying to 
locate Edwards, who is now supposed to be in 
Texas, but so far have been unsuccessful. A. 
E. Oviatt, formerly of this city, but now lo- 
cated in Eikhart, Ind., is said to have given 
up $3,000 in 1888 through Cowell’s alleged: 
fraudulent deais. At that time it is said. 
Cowell was in Nebraska, where the same 
swindle was being carried on. The first 
knowledge that Oviatt had that he did not 
own the Texas property was a few days ago, 
when he was so advised through a ietter 
from the two officers. The police here are also 
in possession of the information that J. H. 
Baker of Hutchinson, Kas,, and F. R. Sabin 
of Wichita, Kas.. are large losers through the 
fraudulent transactions. 

It is believed that many more 2omplainatits 
will be found in this city. According to the 
statements of Commissioner Baker of the 
General Land Office at Austin numerous in- 
quiries have been made by people living in 
this city regarding the lands in the Texas 
counties, and itis believed that many more 
transactions than have so far been found by 
the police have been made. 

The Deeds Almost Perfect, 


Much of the property represented through 
Cowell and his agents it is said does not 
exist. although it is alleged titles and ab. 
stracts have been furnished, The Governor’s 
attention has been called to the matter 
in Texas several times on account of 
letters received in the Land Office making in- 
quiries about non-existent lands, but nothing 
f wags done until now to apprehend the swin- 
dlefs. So perfectly were the deeds executed 
that many of them, it is said, are recorded in 
Tom Green. County, although an investiga- 
tion by the Land Commissioner has proven 
that they are bogus, These inquiries have 
been going on forten years a the police 
here believe that the swindle will involve 
many thousands of dollars, 

For nearly a month Detectives Elliott and 
Alexander have been workingon the case. 
They traced the operations to Kenosha and 
found, they say, that Cowell has been the 
chief instigator. Monday Detective Elliott 
went to Kenosha and arrested Cowell Tues- 
day evening at 65 o'clock. He _ de- 
nied that he was guilty of swindling any one 
and showed a power of attorney from Bell, who 
is represented as living in Denver, but is said 
by the officers to be a myth. He was taken 
before Justice J. W. Mathews of Kenosha 
yesterday morning,’ charged with *a con- 
fideuce game,’ and the case was continued 
until May 29 in bonds of $2,000, in default 
of which he is confined at the Kenosha Jail. 
Meanwhile the officers will attempt to secure 
extradition papers and bring the prisoner to 
this city for trial. 

Cowell is about 35 years of age and lives in 
Kenosha with his mother. His father, when 
living, was a minister and filled the Presby- 
terian pulpit at Kenosha. 

Civil suits were brought against Cowell in 
Nebraska, it is said, for swindles perpetrated 
in that State, and judgments were secured 
against him.

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WORK IS SET GOING. 


GROUND BROKEN FOR UNIVERSITY 
OONGREGATIONAL OHUROE. 


Just at Twilight the Members Gathered 
About Deacon Horatio N. Field and 


Watched Him Turn the First Spade of 
EKarth and Then Joined in the Other 
‘Ceremonies=It Will Be 175 by 150 
Feet and Constructed in a Fireproof 
Manner of Brick and Stone. 


At twilight Jast evening ground was broken 
for the new University Congregational Church 
at Fifty-sixth street and Madison avenue. 
The members of the church fermed a circle 
surrounding the pastor, the Rev, Nathaniel 
©. Rubinkam, and his several assistants. The 
proceedings opened with a prayer by the pas- 
tor. A hymn was then sung, followed by the 
responses of the Psaim service. The congre- 
gation then joined in singing several hymns. 

Deacon Horatio N. Field, who is the oldest 
charter member of the church, with a spade 
fancifully decorated with many colored rib- 
bons, while. the: minister and congregation 
were repeating the responses, turned the first 
spade of earth, portions of which were’ im- 
mediately secured as souvenirs by the many 
members present. At the conclusion of 
Deacon Field’s task the choir sang an anthem. 

A line of march was then formed from the 
lawn to thechurch building, where several 
five-minute speeches were delivered. The 
services terminated with a fellowship meet- 
ing, which is held only once a year in the 
church. : 

The new church building will be 175 by 100 
feet. The main body of the walls will be con- 
structed of rain-drop stone, suitably carved, 
the gables to be built of buff gray brick, 
trimmed with dark red material of the same 
kind: Aiarge tower will-stand above the 
Fifty-sixth street entrance, constructed of 
carved stone as high as the belfry, giving 
place to mahogany colored brick at that 
point. Mill construction will be used through- 
out, making the structure practically fire- 
proof. Rose windows will adorn the gables, 
each being encircled with carved stone mold- 
The interior will be in gothic style, 
the auditorium forming a cross, with the gal- 
leries in three arms, the pulpit and organ 
loft occupying the other. Westof the main 
body of the church will be a chapel, which 
will occupy the space now used as a church. 
Tn this building will be. located the lectu 
rooms, parlor, Sunday-school quarters. 
The total cost of the building will be $75,900.

Judges Take Turns Committing and Re- 
leasing C. W. Comstock. 

._ hereis a marked difference of opinion 
between the chancery Judgesin the Circuit 
Co.rt and Judge Gibbons, one of the law 
Judges of that court, as to whether Cnarles 
W. Comstock shouid be in jail for contempt 
of court. Comstock was appointed receiver 
a year and a half ago in the case of George 
Paramore against F. J. Matthews and others. 
The estate wasa State street sa'oon. Under 
@u order of court the receiver sold the stock 
and fixtures for $647, and this amount he 
turned over to M. UL. Crum, a 
creditor. A gear after the sale and 
the disposition .of the proceeds 
Comstock was brought into Judge Smith’s 
court on complaint of the Fred Miller Brew- 
ing company and other creditors, who claimed 
that Comstock had been guilty of fraud in 
using the proceeds of the sale for the pay- 
ment of the claim of one creditor. Com- 
stock set up as defense that after the sale he 
was advised. by his attorney. V. D. L. Mudge, 
that Crum was the only bona fide creditor of 
the estate. and that it was proper to pay his 
claim. He said also that the Master in Chan- 
cery to whom the case had been referred gave 
him the same advice. Comstock protested 
that he. had acted in good faith. Judge 
Smith decided that Comstock had done wrung 
in disposing of the proceeds without 
orders from the court, and a_ rule 
was issued requiring him to pay the 
money into court or be in contempt. 
The receiver replied that he was a poor man, 

“that it would be impossible for him to raise 
that amount of money, and that he could not 
secure the return of it from Crum. The re- 
ceiver was committed to jail for contempt 
and at.once applied for a writ of habeas 
corpus in Judge Gibbons’ court. That Judge 
“decided Judge Smith had exceeded his juris- 
diction in committing the receiver to jail for 
his failure to do what he could not do and 
ordered his release. Last Saturday Com- 
stock was again brought into court and 
ordered to return the money which he had 
paid toCrum. For non-compliance he was 
again committed to jail by Judge Horton. 
Yesterday he applied to Judge ( .bbons for 
another writ of habeas corpus and it was 

ranted.. Comstock was brought from the 
il to Ju Gibbons’ court and released on 
bail until this morning, when the case will be 
heard. The receiver urged in the petition 
he filed yesterday that he hds no money 
and is in ijl health and can with difficulty 
. provide food for his family. 


CHARGES THEM WITH SWINDLING, 


A. J. Bodkin Declares Two Men Took $100 
from Him. 

B. F. Ward, one of the detectives for the 
West Chicago Street railway company, yes- 
terday morning arrested two well-dressed 
men on warrants issued by Justice Lyon 
charging them with conspiracy and obtain- 

-{ng money by false pretenses. They were 
described in the warrants as O. V. Cornell, 
alias Rorfiaine, and ‘‘a Mr. Berring, to be 
pointed out.”

One after another the small companies are 
reinsuring their business and retiring from 
the field. The trend of the insuranee busi- 
ness during recent years seems to have been 
in the way of doubling up companies and 
the consequent reduction in expenses which 
“follows judicious combinations. The an- 
nouncement of the reinsurance of the busi- 
ness of the Franklin of Louisville in the 
National of Ilartford was not a surprise to 
jnsurance men, though the business of the 
Franklin was comparatively profitable. The 
coinpany is an old one, having been in busi- 
nearly sixty years, during which 
time it has made much money for its, stock- 
hoiders. For four years, how ever, ‘it has 
paid no dividends, and it has been known for 
some time that the company was seriously 
considering reinsuring its business. The 
Aimerican of New York has just reinsured 
jis Western business in the Phenix of 
Brooklyn, and these are only two of a score 
of companies which have within the last 
year cither retired permanently from the 


ness tor 


. field or have shortened their lines consider- 


ally. 

“Inany opinion the day of the small insur- 
ance company is about past,’’ said a man- 
ager. yesterday. “Icxperience is a costly 
teacher; but it seems to be the only one that 
will make a lasting impression. The experi- 
ence of the last year or two has shown that 
a coinpany nmiust have considerable capital 
in ordet to successfully weather the storms 
of the insurance business. So long as a com- 
pany meets with good fortune it may get 
but let misfortune 
fires pile up and the 
capital is then recognized. I 
believe the time is not far distant when the 
insurance business will be divided up bee 
tween the large and the small company. The 
smali company will write at home. It will 
paddle close to shore, and so long as it does 
so’ there is no good reasén why it should riot 
do a fairly profitable business. The large 
company wiil write a general business as it 
does now, “ane it will find only local compe- 
tition.

‘It is well known that many of the mém- 
bers are violating the rules, and no effort 
seems to be made either to stop the practices 
or punish the offenders. I see nothing for 
me to do but to follow their example.’’ 


POLICIES INSURED IN MAY ILLEGAL. 
Wisconsin Agents All at Sea Over the New 
Insurance Law. 

Milwaukee, Wis:., May 15.—[{Special.]—

this State since May 1 and agents are all

Booze and Tremor fell before the triumph- 
ant Pepper at Harlem yesterday in a selling 
race at a mile and a sixteenth. Notwith- 
standing the fact that Pepper is a stake 
horse of merit, he was practically over- 
looked at 8 to 1 by the betting public, whose 
money rolled into the ring on Tremor at 8 to 
5 and Booze at 9 to 5 on their recent credita- 
ble performances at Hawthorne. Midstar 
also had a fair play at 7 to 1, while Billy Mc- 
Kenzie's price rose from 4 tol to7s. Mid- 
star got off in front to a good start, after 
which Tremor-:took the lead and did the run- 
ning far into the stretch. Pepper, off fourti 
and later running.second, came through the 
bunch and won handily by a length anda 
half from Tremor, who beat Midstar three 
open lengths for the place. 

The other four of the five races resulted in 
driving finishes, and the 4,000 people who 
went out in the cold witnessed a good class 
of sport. Three favorites, two of whom 
were odds-on, and two outsiders captured 
th e purses. The winners were: Flying 
Dutchman [Chorn], 3 to 10; Byrdee &, 
[Chorn], 4 to 5; Pepper, 9 [L. Soden], 8 toi: 
Blue and Gray [Ballard], 6 to 1; and Oakley 
[Chorn], 8 to 5. The day was cloudy and 
cold and the track in good condition. 

Jockey Chorn won'three of his . four 
mounts, his losing one being on Booze, the 9 
to 5 second choice in the third race, which 
was won by Pepper. 

Flying Dutchman was the 8 to 10 favorite 
in the first event, for non-winners in 1895, 
at five furlongs. The books laid odds of 2 to 
1 against the field. Most of the play was for 
second place, imp. Friar carrying good com- 
missions at 2 to 1, while Cossack at 3 to 2and 
imp. Somersault at,3 to 1 were well support- 
ed. Flying Dutchman and Friar divided 
honors in holding the lead, and came under 
the wire in a driving finish, Dutchman beat- 
ing Friar a neck, with Cossack, off fourth, 
third two lengths back. 

Byrdee S. Heavily Played. 

Betting in the second race was lively on 
Byrdee 8., whose opening price of 2 tol was 
steadily beaten down to 4 to 5 at post time. 
Bramble Leaf at 2 and 3to1, and Amente at 
0 to 2 and 7 to 2 had considerable support. 
Byrdee SS. got the lead, but later ran second 
to Miss Ross, who set a rapid pace. In the 
stretch there was a terrific drive between 
the leaders, with Byrdee'S. first by a short 
nose, Miss Ross finishing five lengths in 
front of Amente, who was off fifth. 

In the fourth event Siva opened the 9 to 5 
favorite, with Dick Behan at2tol. Siva’s 
price remained unchanged, while Behan’s 
rose to 5 to 2, both under a good play. Chi- 
cot’s price was beaten down from 4to1to7 
to 2. Blue and Gray was at 6 to 1 through 
all the betting, with @ generous play at § to 
® place. Spitfire set the pace,-with Blue and 
Gray off third, and Siva sixth. Blue and 
Gray, running strong, came through the 
bunch and lapped Siva down the stretch, 
running nose and nose.

STILL AFTER ROBY. 


GOV. MATTHEWS SAYS HE WILL TRY 
.. AND OLOSE THE TRAOK. 


Criticises the Action of Judge Gillett in 
Dissolving the Temporary Injunction 
by Which the Racing Was Stopped= 
Says That the Fight H&s Now Been 
Transferred from the Local to the State 
Authorities and That It Will Be 
Pushed Hard. | 


Indianapolis, Ind., May i5. — {Special.} — 
Gov. Matthews has not outlined his plan for 
proceeding against Roby, but the militia 
leaders are urging that a company be sent 
up to raid the track and bookmakers when 
they open again. The Governor talked 
somewhat excitedly today about the matter 
and declared that Roby would have to re- 
main closed. He criticises Judge Gillett, 
and intimates that snap judgment was 
taken before the State's attorneys had a 
chance to argue the injunction. 

“The decision,’’ he said, “ simply means 
a transfer of the fight from the local au- 
thorities to the State, and: there will be no 
let-up until the affair is finally determined. 
It is a mighty weak pretense on the part of 
the managers of the Roby Association to 
lease the track to other so-called associa- 
tions. I[t is simply the old association under 
new colors. Their action is a pure and sim- 
ple evasion of the law. I realize that Roby 
is hard to deal with and have found it out 
on other occasions, but the final result wil) 
be to teach these Chicago men that they 
cannot cross the State line into Indiana and 
carry on gambling operations that are pro- 
hibited in their own State. Indiana shall 
not be the dumping ground for Chicago's 
gambling and sporting fraternfies. I will 
take immediate steps to bring the matter up

COL. W. R. MORRISON SUED FOR DEBT. 


Charlies W. Thomas Wants Him to Pay 
$5,000 in an Old Railroad Suit. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 15.—{Special.]—Col. 
William R. Morrison of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission and a prospective candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination for Pres- 
ident was in Belleville Tuesday. He was de- 
féendant in a suit for $5,000 for debt in the 
Circuit Court at Belleville. The suit was 
brought by Charles W. Thomas. Mr. Thomas 
is a lawyer ‘of prominence in Southern Illi- 
nois and is counsel forseveral large corpora- 
tions.

An injunction was 
applied for to prevent the payment of the 
money to Holbrock. Col, Morrison signed 
the bond with the provision that if the in- 
junction was not made permanent the judg- 
ment was to be paid. On the hearing the 
injunction was denied and judgment on the 
bond obtained. Judge Wall took the matter 
under advisement ard Colx Morrison last 
Tuesday night left for his home in Waterloo.

After 
leaving Momence the run is straight to Kan- 
kakee and is through a beautiful district, 
somewhat trying to the rider, though not so 
bad as that already passed. 

The route chosen by the Century riders is 
the same as the one just described as far as 
Riverside. Then, instead of going to Crete, 
the road to Lyons is taken, thence to Lemont, 
Lockport, and Joliet, and from the latter 
place along the river to Kankakee.
